The informant advised that EUGENE DENNIS, Who 
chaired the meeting, opened same at 1:13 p^mg with a 
discussion on JOHN GATES and his followers «i The informant 
reported that during this discussion there was consider- 
able utilization of the blackboard in the meeting room and 
consequently details of the discussion were not available 
to him* 

Remarks of HY LUMER 

I think that one very noticeable thing at stake 
here is the continued worsening of the unemployment 
situation^ It is rather interesting to consider the way 
this probl'em was handled at the APL - CIO conference at 
Orangeburgh (ph)» He started out there by saying that 
the recession, in his opinion, had not yet hit 'bottom and 
he also> called attention to the fact that the percentage 
of unemployment' at present is higher than It appears to 
be when you take into account the part time unemployment 
and the estimated rise of same* So here in his speech 
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is a reflection which was carried generally throughout 
the conference of a growing alarm concerning the 
developing of this (unemployment t ) I believe that this 
is highlighted by the case he mentioned in Detroit which 
tied itself in with the growth of unemployment ^ 8^ in 
Detroit, J^|^ of the state. Added to this growing unem- 
ployment situation, we must consider the two to three 
drop in the* production index* 

Now the unemployment situation haa reflected it- 
self in the EISENHOWER Administration, particularly 
regarding unemployment compensation which appears to 
be developing into a focal point « With reference to the 
latter, they have put forth a proposal to extend some- 
what, as a temporary measure, the compensation of those 
individuals who have used up their benefits^ This position, 
incidentally, was rejected by the (above mentioned) 
conference • Aside from this type of proposal, another 
action by the EISENHO™ Administration consisted in 
repeating the long lists- of verbalisms that EISENHOWER 
will continue > consisting chiefly of things thgt were in 
progress in any case and that are constantly being pushed. 
I haven ^t made further analysis but it adds up to additional 
government spending and this is in line with EISEInFHOI'JER 
contimaed statements that the Administration is opposed 
to crop farming and extensive government spending in 
consideration of possible inflation • Another question is 
the subject of tax reduction and here the picture is 
very confusing There are a thousand and one different 
ideas but it is significant that there is no definite 
legislation. Part of the support in Congress is for an 
acrjoss-the-board tax cut while on the other hand DOUGLAS 
has proposed that the percentage of tax be decreased in 
all brackets The cut in the latter case would amount to 
a reduction of taxes in lower brackets #. 
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On the Democratic slde^ there appears to bp 
general interest behind the I^EMEDY Bill and also behind 
a^number of his other statements, however, there is no 
clear agreement on the tax cut situation f In my opinion, 
there is no <iuality in these developments inasmuch 
as they constitute a defensive measure of pressure upon 
the Republican Administration^ 

In the labor movement, the Washington conference 
was significant in that it concentrated its ultimate 
efforts on a considered legislative program. This 
conference called for a program which centers around the 
anti-Mc Carthy Bill which will be acted upon first in 
the House J the Horan (ph) Social Security Bill in the 
House,, offering 3hf^ and providing for hospitalization 
and additional medical out-patient care for people not 
receiving Social Security; the tax question? legislation 
in support of home building, the Sparkman Bill would 
provide for two billion federal financed programs • This 
was supported only as a partial answer; legislation on 
school construction and with reference to the latter there 
were two different trade union bills; a program on public 
works; an increase in the minimum wage and last a program 
of federal aid for distressed areas* The above tends to 
pinpoint the legislative program and I believe that we 
ought to utilize this and follow it with some material 
of our own^ 

The informant advised that at this point, JACK 
STACHEL took the floor and described a story he had read 
in the previous evenings edition of the "New York Post^' 
concerning the despondent Puerto Rican, 37 years of age,, who 
had hanged himself* STACHEL related that this Individual 
reportedly had six cents in his pocket and attributed his 
suicide to the fact that he had been unemployed for three 
months and couldn^t find a job. STACHEL stated that he had

introduced the above story for discussion to illustrate 
the tjrpe of suffering behind many such cases that never 
made headlines,. With reference to the above situation^ 
he remarked that he had conversed with GEORGE MORRIS and 
the latter had informed him that the unions of today 
generally service their members, that is advise them 
as to their entitlements under the relief program. 
STACHEL remarked J however, that they must bear in mind 
how few members attend union meetings and also the 
number of union members who are unaware as to the location 
of their union meeting halls and the extent of their 
rights. STACHEL remarked that the important thing in his 
opinion was that there was a need for the Party to build 
clubs, not necessarily by themselves, but to coordinate 
with unions and with different national groups in order 
to assist these people and advise them of what their 
rights are. He suggested that these clubs be in the 
nature of a general community character and not of a 
left character. 

JACK STACHEL then commented on the report on the 
economic situation given by m LUMER, remarking that in 
the lower income groups the worker spends 70^ of his money 
for food. He stated that this would indicate that there 
is hardly a working-class family today which is not con- 
fronted with some loss of income even though they still 
have a job inasmuch as there is no overtime and there is 
a shorter work week. He advocated the stressing of the 
question of high prices when the economy is simultaneously 
confronted with signs of falling income. He pointed out that 
the above situation also brought to the fore the question of 
moratoriums in connection with debts and with taxes. He 
offered the opinion that the above are the central 
questions which should be stressed as a part of any 
unemployment program. He referred to the full employment 
bill which had been passed as an amendment, commenting 
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that experience showed that if full employment was possible 
during a war, then it was possible during peacetime with 
certain efforts of the government* He raised the question 
of guaranteeing full employment as something that should 
be taken up simultaneously with an expose to the effect 
that capitalism cannot accomplish the promises of full 
employment, STAGEfiL atated that in his opinion they 
should offer additional proposals to the legislation 
already proposed by the AP of L and the CIO regarding 
taxes and public works. With reference to thes.e proposals, 
he commented on direct government responsibility pro- 
viding food to the needy out of tremendous surpluses^aa 
one such possibility > 

Remarks of BEN DAVIS; Jr^ 

DAVIS referred to a London editorial entitled 
"The Confident Recession" and commented that he thought, 
it ^ was necessary to re-examine the differences in the way 
this crisis was developing from the way the other crisis 
developed* Capitalism is now entering an economic crisis 
in a world which has been in a apolitical crisis for a 
very long time and in spite of the fact that^ they still 
have power they are not in a very good way. I was reading 
an item in the "World Telegram"- the-\o..ther .day which 
explained that the Soviet Union has more improved methods 
of manufacturing steel then the Americans In my opinion, 
the point here is that this emphasizes th^ development* 
of socialism which is the guarantee that once socialism 
gets ahead> this damn country will never catch up with them* 
This question of the rate of growth of socialism is one 
In which IfflRUSHCHEV and WALTER LIPPMAN have a common 
position* WALTER LIPPMN raises this question in order to 
contradict DULLES (JOHN POSTER), and some segments of 
American capitalism realize just what is happening 6 
KHRUSHCHEV raises this question quite confidently and 
matter of factly* 
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So now along with this severe political crisis; 
capitalism is beginning to have a very serious economic 
crisis. ¥e have to think ahead a little and discuss the 
possibilities of how- the situation can develop. We are 
in a race against bime fighting for the (minds?) of the 
workers and fighti-ig for increased understanding and 
further initiative on the part of the American working 
class • It is necessary for us to realize that we are in 
a situation in this country that is just made for demagoguery 
and neofascist elements leading the country into disaster 
unless we can bring rorward and sell an alternative* On 
the question of the l^ISEHHOWER program^ it seems to me 
that we have to take a much sharper attitude and this is 
especially true from the aspects of tax reduction ♦ Tax 
reduction is somebhing which doesn^t necessarily have 
anything to do with increasing the purchasing power of 
the workers except in the most minimal kind of way* 
For instance, the APL 010 proposal for upping exemptions 
is totally inadequate « On the other hand, if the 
program of tax reduction goes through, the big corpor- 
ations will receive fabulous reductions in their taxes » 
When EISENHOl^JER says he is willing to do every' sound 
thing in order to fight the recession^ he means, in my 
opinion, that he^s willing to do everything to help the 
corporations # 

We have to more specifically demand a program 
of public spending, of schools, hospitals, housing and 
questions of cultural projects. This would be more 
calculated to increase the purchasing power of the masses 
than merely tax reduction^ so the two things have to go 
together* 

With respect to the whole national Negro 
peoples movement, we must consider the question^, of fighting 
for PEPC (Pair Employment Practices Commission*) There is 
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a presidential committee on this question but this 
committee is not really carrying through in any kind of 
building even in respect to government contracts » The 
question of the PEPC looms as a very big one to be 
fought for in Gongres? and (we must consider) the general 
political demands of the Negro people # Here in iTY we 
have a special responsibility in connection with the N.egro 
and Puerto Ricano must dig into this question and 
•come up with a progj:»a:^rmatic approach as far as the Party 
is concerned* I sh^r^ild like to know what the Party is 
doing since the ne-c.-onal committee meeting, we**e not 
doing too much of a jo'b^j I think that the Party has to 
move very aggressively but along a correct line on the 
question of the election and we must begin to participate 
in the struggle and initiate it especially in community 
activities* 

Although I think that the trade union question 
is the main question for the Party, it is important for 
another reason* . It is extremely important from the point 
of view of taking the initiative away from the ultraleft 
forces* 

Remarks of ROBERT THOMPSON 

There is a.certain concreteness in the approach 
of certain districts, notably Ohio*. Ohio is beginning in 
a modest way to center the attack on economic questions ^ 
and unemployment* My impression is that the work of the 
Party on these questions generally suffers from an. over- . 
dose of generalities • During the past 2-| years, the 
Party has moved away from an ability to bbLzb -upon ^certain 
concrete specific things and the ability* to organize the 
activities of the Partyt I know of no single community 
or industrial section which has unfolded ' any type of 
concrete program and I believe xi/e should place this in » 
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the center of our Party not in the sense of stressing 
generalities but to begin to find! concrete issues and 
form for the unfolding • of actual activities t This 
remains the central problem nationally* We have the 
problem of beginning to Jr-jvelop activities down below 
in the trade union movement* It's good to have this 
national confidence but now we^re talking of conferences 
of a different kind (centered) around the problems of 
beginning to exert labor pressure on the welfare problems 
in the cities; of Lolc3-ng conferences sponsored by city 
and state bodies (A?3j * 010 bodies) that would develop 
specific programs for the state ♦ 

The second problem is a question of regaining 
a programmatic (approach) on these issues • The legislative 
program is a very good step in this direction but now 
as the labor movements program begins to take more tangible 
and concrete form on the bills that it is actually 
sponsoring, then the question of our regaining and develop- 
ing a more substantial programmatic (approach) becomes a 
much more acute problem # Here I think we have to continue 
to try to hit harder and consider long range propositions 
including proposals which may not, and would not at the 
outset, have general support from the labor movements 
One such proposition is that vjhich was put forth in the 
legislative program and which I think deserves consider- 
ationt That is the fight for a federal unemployment 
insurance The second proposal along that line is the' 
question of the ill bill for the laid off workers ♦ A 
third question along these lines is the question of 
public ownership# It seems to me that in the legis- 
lative field there is beginning to be some real action • 
At least the first outlines can be S^^n of groupings that 
can take on more clear cut form as blocks^ that are allied 
to, and responsive to, pressures from the labor movements 
In my opinion^ we should make an Examination as soon as 
possible in order to assay ' the potentials of this 
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conference as well as in sorae of the labor trade sections • 
E also feel along the lines that BEN (DAVIS) spoke, that 

have to propagandize the contrast between the Soviet 
■''Jnion and the American capitalists in a very conscious 
form and develop our af^;:;.'-??. -\on along that line* The 
latter is a very iV/r.por \iar.b ,]ob for "The Worker*" 
Organizationally, (we hxc^^t have) committees that will 
react to and treat the problems of the unemployed, 
because while the unions will play a different role 3.n 
reratit)n to the ui:.^»rc. '^-z-^d than they diti in the 1930^3, 
it is ^ot a full a: to lihe problem in a nuniber of 
cities. 

According to the informant, EUGENE DENNIS then 
took 'the floor, spoke on the need for an organization of 
a large percentage of the unemployed and for the develop- 
ment of the various unions> He recommended that the 
comrades should endeavor in every industrial area to work 
on people, there to attempt to single out certain unions 
who could thus certify their exaLmple to the entire labor 
movements He mentioned that in large metropolitan areas 
such as Cleveland and Chicago, that block comiflittees 
organize recognized meetings of a high percentage of .the 
population* DENNIS asked the ,question as to why they 
should not be giving support to the garment industry 
and recommended that the. comrades should take an extremely 
positive and affirmative position with respect to their 
work for youth, for communities and for rural areas • He 
referred to a leaflet x>rhioh was in the process of being 
written and advocated that this leaflet should single 
out two or three bills as a focal point for concentration 
for Communists as well as^ noncoDiraunists* DENNIS recommended 
that they continue to carry on and organize their efforts 
for employment benefits and also mention the ,adoption of 
measures for curbing monopolies, describing the latter as 
one of the most concrete and popular things which should 
be taken up« 
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HI EUMER took the floor and proposed that 
bhey should tell those people ^^rho were unemployed and 
naving troubles to come to "the office and talk to the 
«-5hairman of our service commit tee arid do something to 
ht';lp them^ He stated thr-.t this would bring them to 
the** level oi'! working a-^ Ir^dividuals, descrjlbing their 
position as that of singling out several concrete 
bhings that could be done to present to some of the 
(unemployed,) LUI4ER advised that in his opinion they 
should consider the c ; yAtlon of the possible necessity 
for a new full em-p:.c^' c^^^tJ: p.ct and also introduce the 
questio:-'. of legi^i^^tiv- re>j./.ignments, describing the latter 
as quite a subjecu in ^tseli'o 

At this point EUGEM! DEffi\fIS commented that some 
clubs and also some counties were g^^ti^g o^'b their own 
leaflets and remarked that it would be necessary to step 
up the tempo of the meeting in order to (adequately 
handle) the question of the Party program, DEMIS 
remarked that the December National Executive Committee 
was the only thing that had advanced anything useful 
in terms of the program and of theoretical workt He 
recommended the formation of a working committee with 
certain political and theoretical (compatibilities?,) 
He stated that the formation of various commissions or 
subcommittees to be set up in various parts of the 
country would have the virtue of involving as many 
comrades as possible and described that what they were 
developing at the meeting was the approach to a working 
paper or a rough draft* He proposed that the National 
Executive Committee authorize the three members of that 
oomittee who are working on various points to meet with 
APTHEKER (HERB) and described the latter individual as 
being set up as a member of that subcomraittee* He 
further recommended that the three members meet with JIM 
ALLAN^ He stated that in his opinion, it would be a 
sound proposal that JIM (ALLAN) be made a secretary of the 
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commission, He .-raised the question of ALEX (BITTELMN). 
but described that as a question which would require 
.full and frank discussion with various members of the 
board and of the guboo2].»j^it tee who were opposed to ALEX 
lEITTELMN) being a m3r.:^sro DEMIS stated that he had 
ocrdmiinicatod with CARL (ROSS) and refQrred to a commission 
which had been formed which was supposed to work on a 
major theoretical political memorandum on the state of 
agriculture « 

UEMIiS ;i. 0. z-iat in his opinion a discussion 
of the ent5-re si'^v-Kxiioi?. w'-^.^ in order and that this 
discussion should iiiolude a brief examination of the 
changes that have been made in the (Party) program since 
it was first adopted in 19.^1 and as it was revised in 
1956 • DENNIS stated that he wanted to raise the question 
of JIM ALLAN, stating that ALLAN should be rewarded at 
once in a respons5,ble way^ He further commented that when 
they^goS over the hump financially, he intended to 
reoomniend that one comrade be brought in for a period of 
three to four months* 

ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN offered the opinion that 
it would be advisable for the National Executive Committee 
to get out some sort of a "report on progress 

At this point JACK STAGHtiL remarked that ELIZABETH' 
(GURLEY PLYNN) was correct and that there was no doubt 
in his mind that something of that nature had to be done^ ' 
STAGHEL continued by Offering the opinioh that at the 
same time they should do something to speed up the 
program^ commenting that there should be a program in 
time to be discussed and adopted at the next convention, 
STAGHEL remarked that the first draft of such a program 
should be ready by Labor Day which would give them 
about- six months to compile it* He advised that this 
first draft could be completed if they kept in mind" that 
it would not have to be finalized at the convention^ adding 
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that they would be in a much better position if they 
had a draft which could be discussed by the convent ion 
STACHEL recommended the formation of a committee to 
prepare such a draft consisting of three members from 
the National Executive Committee EUGENE DENNIS^ HY LUMER 
and JAMES JACKSON, and four additional members JAMBS ALLAN^ 
ALEX BITTELMN, V*; Jt JEROME and HERB APTHEKER. STACHEL " 
offered the opinion that this committee could have a meeting 
and form an outline f He recommended that a (section) of 
PA (Political Affairs?) be set aside to^ discuss the 
program^ STACHEL stated that he felt that by September 
they could place an outline on the agenda of the meeting 
of the National Comitiittee and from then on digcuss it 
and have it ready for the convention • 

According to the informant i. ROBERT THOMPSON 
stated that he was in favor of a statement *whioh would 
put a very strong emphasis on the political reasons as to 
why a (program) had not already been produced^ THOMPSON 
stated that the Party program would have to< be drafted under the 
political leaders, commenting that the emphasis should 
not be in the direction of opening up PA (Political Affairs?) 
for general discus sioHf He stated that what vjas required 
wsys a committee to work under high pressure and to 
devote full attention to the program adding, "Not this 
committee because all the members of the committee won't 
do it; GENE (DENNIS) won^t do it^ EI (LUMgR) won^t -do 
it and JIM JACKSON won«t do it/' \ ' ' 

ELIZABETH GtlRLEY PLYNN stated fehat her proposal 
was a very simple statement that the present National 
Executive Committee had undertaken to expedite as much as 
possible the preparation of a Party program^ She advised 
that this could be followed with an explanation as to 
why this preparation could not be accomplished overnight,. 
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EUGENE DEMIS advisea that they should attempt to 
h^ve a draft ready foi? the National Committee meeting 
of November, 19^8. informant advised that at this point 
JACK STACHEL and EUGENE DEMIS conferred^ following which 
3TACHEL stated the' sooner they formed ^ committee the 
better off they x^ould be-. DENNIS then asked if the 
comrades present agreed -with STACHEL* ^he informant 
advised that he heard no objections. 

The informant advised that at this point an 
individual unknown to him took the flobi* and stated that 
first of all they had a very serious financial situation 
and the problem of finances was serious in connection with 
their publications* This unknown individual repommended 
that -an examination of their literature be made in an 
effopt to see if any changes could be brought al>out 
financially., 

JACK STACHEL suggested that it would be more 
profitable if t^ey could get HI (LUI4ER) and BOB (THOMPSON) 
to have a meeting, review' the problem and then report 
bapk with their conclusions, 

\ 

BENJAMIN DAVIS, Jr, comiTienfced that the comradas, 
on the NY staff felt the need for a joint discussion 
with the national office in order to achieve a coimon 
approach:* DAVIS commented that very bad' experiences had 
been exposed to them and they felt that the investigation 
conducted by BOB »s (THOMPSON) committee was extremely 
useful* DAVIS advised that secondly^ it was.vnecessary 
in order to establish an ideological and common approach 
and thirdly^ it was required in order to keep the comrades 
from placing the blame .on the national office. He 
related that with reference to the first item^ he felt 
that they should come to an agreement on the concept .of 
severance pay-, commenting that severance pay was similar 
to that between an employer and an employeis* DAVIS 
stated 'that in his' opinion they should base it on the 
idea of assistance such as they had in the past and that 
they should try and^ help comra^des x^ho are no longer 
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functionaries. He. explained that the difference was 
that if it was severance pay they could give someone 
8?100, whereas if it was a question of help or assistance 
then you could help an individual to "the extent that 
assistance was required. DAVIS added that the above 
situation was tied in with severaAce pay at the "Daily 
Worker" comiaenting that the people who w€lnted severance 
pay knew more about the financial setup than he did. 

* 

At this, point, EUG-ENS D-j1MIS coinmented on 
the need for a policy regarding severance pay whether 
from the paper ("Daily Worker") or the Party* He stated 
that if someone was ill they should help them, but they 
should, have a .urd-f orm approach* 

The informant advised that a general discussion 
then took place concerning what he assumed to be severance ' 
pay for various comrades • During this general conversation, 
DENNIS remarked "wa haven't got any money JACK STACHEL, ' 
in ^joining the conversation, ooxmnented that "the second 
problem is that it^s getting to the point that Communists 
are^nbt the only ones* suffering unemployment*" STACHEL 
added. that he didn't know how they got started on 
severance pay in the. Communist Party but stated that in 
his opinion they should get out of it as best -they could> 
especially with reference to the STEIN CSID) and PINE (PRED) 
question* He remarked that with reference to the case of 
PINE,- that. if it could be solved in any other way, they 
should do it now because of two things; first because 
they wanted to do it and secondly because it was on the 
records STACHEL remarked that t]aey had a difficult 
problem (apparently referring to the severance pay for 
the above individuals) and advocated that. they get out 
of the problem as cheaply as possible;^ not only financially 
but also politically* 

At this point, ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN recommended 
that they retract the part (apparently referring to a 
published article) that they were reducing severance pay* 
PLYNN stated that at the present time there was a vicious

cainpaign of slander directed against BOB (THOMPSON) 
to the effect that BOB was a b-ar.eaucrat o She stated: 
that 0he-'*.felfvery: k^anly that BOB should' be prote^oted

During a general conversation^ the informant 
advised that LTIMER commented that he was very dubious 
about the prospect of making a settlement^ stating that 
first of all they did not have it* The informant advised 
that at this point the blackboard was utilized to 
conduct the affairs of the meeting and that therefore 
the details of the discussioji were not available* 

JACK STAGHEL stated that he had attended a 
club meeting in the East Bronx on R?iday night where 
approximately eleven members- were presents He advised 
that they had a discussion dn the national committee 
meeting* He commented that theyhad also discussed the 
Negro question, peace, etCo, and that the meeting had 
ended on a high note of solidarity and unity* He 
related that the primary question at that meeting was on 
leadership and added that the consensus of opinion was 
to the effect that the leadership should stop bickering 
and get out and work* He offered the opinion that they 
could unite the Party at the present time on political 
issues* 

STAGHEL offered the opinion that there was a 
good possibility of having a controversy (within the 
Party) on the Puerto Rican question* He proposed that 
they go ahead and have a meeting coimenting "that he 
agreed with BEN (DAVIS) in that they should have a 
Spanish newspaper* STAGHEL commented on the fact that 
they were in the midst of a circulation drive for sub- 
scriptions commenting that aside 'from statistics they 
were not achieving results* 

STAGHEL remarked that it was necessary to put 
across the subscription drive comi:«enting tliat the Party 
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itself, in his opinionj would halre tb cbrae to some par.tic- 
ular emergency plan on the basis of the things that have 
to be done. He referred to the struggle aroimd the 
emplo3rment question? Ifey Day, and in connection with the 
struggle of the Kegro people •.- He continued that on the 
above basis, a definite amount of money should be added 
to the (campaign?.) During a general discussion, BEF 
DAVIS remarked that the question he was raising 
concerned the subscription drive and also a more 
serious fund drive at a latfer date, adding that he felt 
these questions should be given serious thought. During 
a general discussion, JACK STACIISL mentioned that they 
needed (|20,000?) for the Party to carry on its work 
and continue its existence. 

The informant advised that following the 
above general discussion, the meeting was adjourned 
at 6:20 p,m« 
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reporting the roliowlng inrormatlen in order to protect 
cne identii>y of the inrormant. : :

CARL WINTEM announced the agenda as 1, Unemployment 
by BILLY ALLANj 2, . Continuation of the discussion concerning 
the National Committee meeting. He then commented that during 
the next meeting of this body, March 28^ 19^8, the matters of 
Socialist Unity and elections will be handled. 
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RAT HASKELL vjaa elected chairman of this meeting who 
opmraeHtecl'-t-hat since SAUL WELLMAN' x-ras" the first one last night 
to request a change in the agenda, he, HASKELL, thought that" 
the body should hear from him first, 

SATJL- WELIMAN stated that he will participate in 
the discussion, but not at this time, 

HASKELL then announced that BILLY ALLAN will discuss 
the unemployment situation. 

BILLY ALLAN pointed out at the present time there 
are 375,000 unemployed in Michigan and the figure is expected 
to reach ij.00j.000 by the first of April. There are lOOpOOO 
unemployed persons whose compensation has expired ana some 
7p,.000 - 72,000 trade unionists out of work in Michigan,, He 
stated that according to the Michigan Secretary of State^, 
repossessions of cars run about 100 per day and foreclosures 
on homes run from 3p°^b per day and that of the unemployed 
25s 000 are iu Detroit, . 

ALLAN stated that the Negro people are the hardest 
hit for home foreclosures and car repossessions,, Inspite of 
all these happenings prices continue to go up„ The CIO has 
set up a local union office committee to work out a program 
for the unemployed in the city. The committee is now meeting, 
with Judges to halt foreclosure and garnishment of wages, 

ALLAN stated that our Party can play an important 
role in the unemployment situation by publishing the actual 
facts in our paper and let the people know just vtoat is going 
on. He stated that we should also set up a committee on 
unemployment, 

ART MO PHAUL stated that last night NAT GANLEY 
gave a very good report on the National Committee meeting 
and CARL WINTER'S remarkp were also impressive in that it 
dealt with the problems 'in our Party. He stated that we as 
Communists should not lose faith in our Party because we are 
a Party of action and we must play a vanguard role of a 
Marxist working class Party of Socialism and win mass influence 
and leadership. 
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JIMMY HARRIS commented that the report given was 
good in that it dealt^-with some very important issues that 
were handled at the l6th ISfational Convention o 

PHIL RAyMOHD' stated that he has been a Communist for

He said we also -speak of "unity, do we have it in our Party? 'The 
answer is no, WELLMAN -stated that we have a few people who 
are trying t-o i-un 'the whole show. 

There have been certain erroneous interpretations 
of the action. taken by the National Committee and on the 
other hand there are those who assert that the major portion 
is- a reversal of the line of the- I6th National Convention 
in that it now places revisionism, not left sectarianism arid 
dogmatism as the main danger to the Party, 

Continuing WELLMAN stated that some of our Comrades 
are real changeable' people -yet they expect you to -remain 
slle-nt and go ^i'ong-^ith them. He stated that unless we come 
up with some of the unsolved "ahswers that face the members, 
of our Party, I can giv0- assurance that our members will go 
to search elsewhere for an answer and he (WELLMAN) does not 
"have those answers. 

■BTLLY ALLAN- staifced that he speaks in favor of the 
DENNIS resolution becaus-e the majority of Comrades at the 
"National Coramittee rae'eting -voted for it. He stated tbat he 
can only make ob's"©rvations -from what he has hear do He i 
stated we hsv& not had a chance to read the LIGHTPOOT-WINTER 
report but we have and know what the 16th National Convention 
decision was.

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NAT GANLEY" stated that hs has been in the Party 
for many, many years has voted for and will continue to fight 
for the Party and speak his own piece. The Party of ours 
is no way a Party of a few who have the authority to push 
down important decisions and expect the membership to swallow 
it without careful consideration. He stated that he has been 
in the forefront of the movement for a long time and expects 
to remain in "this fight until we have accomplished our goalo 
(Infonnant reported at this point BILLY ALLAN got into a 
heated argument with SAUL WELLMAN And NAT GANLET and WELLMAN 
told ALLAN that NAT GANLET was speaking from his heart*) 

CARL REINSTEIN remarked that how on earth -can we build 
our Party with the confusion, that is going on today « He sta'Sbd 
that we aTe changing like the wind and many, many unsettled 
questions are popping everyday. REINSTEIN stated that our 
Party has not settled the Hungarian situation^ the 12 Party 
Statement and many more. He stated that some of our Comradea 
want to get an answer as to where we stand on these and many 
other matters. He stated that if we are to build we must 
give them concrete answers to these questions and try and 
settle them once and for all. He stated that most of our 
members are confused as to where we stand, (Informant 
reported that several other members tried to say a few words 
but inasmuch as everyone was trying to talk out at the same 
time the meeting became very confused. J 

SAUL WELLMAN continued stating that he would like 
to make a proposal that Comrade LIGHTPOOT and Comrade DENNIS 
be invited to attend our next State Committee meeting and 
bring us their different views. 

CARL WINTER stated that it is impossible and he is 
not in favor of it. This is what we are trying to get away 
from and that the agenda for the next meeting has already been 
set up, SAUL WELLMAN then proposed that the LIGHTPOOT -WINTER 
resolution be mimeographed and given to each member of the 
State Committee for further Study.

Chairman PAUL BROOKS then requesl^ed a 4is cuss ion

SAUL WELLMAN commented that they should table this 
report and hear the report on the National Committee meeting 
which he thinks is more important than the. report op. 
Socialist unity^ 

BOLZA BAXTER felt that the agenda should be followed 
'as announced and receive the report on Socialist unity o 
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MT GANLEY" stated that he was ready to give the 
report on the National Committee meeting and is in agreement

GAWLET continued stating that a subcommittee was set up 
in December of Gorarades DEMIS, STEIN, WINTER and LIGHTPOOT 
to deal with the probelms of the party itself, its nature ^ 
its role and its future » The members of this committee 
submitted two resolutions, one of which was a greatly 
amended version of the resolution submitted by Northern 
California District Board which was presented by Comrades 
WINTER and LIGHTPOOT in hope of finding a basis for 
compromise, position and recei-ved support from Comrade 
STEIN. 

A second resolution was submitted as a substitute 
by Comrade DENNIS which sought to unify the party on the 
basis of a clear position. After a lengthy discussion-j, the 
resolution submitted by DENNIS was adopted by a vote of 
thirty- two to twenty-one with three abstentions o The DENNIS 
resolution was adopted as the definite policy of the party 
as set forth in our 16 th National Convention x^hich defined 
our party as the party of action and not one of debate which 
prevailed upon the minority to necessarily Join the majority 
once a decision was made. 

. GANLEY concluded that the resolution: does away with 
all ideas and attitudes expressing a lack of faith in the 
party, its future and ~ in its vanguard rolso Some comrades 
seem to feel that revisionism, and not s^ct'OT^isKiismahd 
-dogmatism,, is the main danger to titie party. TOMMY DENNIS 
stated he does not have his notes on the National Committee 
with^him as he had planned to discuss the report at the next 
Session of this State Committee meeting. E6 commented, 
however, that NAT has brought out some very important things 
about the meeting. He stated that the National Committee 
meeting was good 'in that there was independent expression by 
those inattendance-s He reiterated that we are a party which 
decided- at the l6th National Convention that the majority ' 
rules. 

CARL WINTER commended. GANLEY for the good report 
and he, WINTER, wanted to explain why he did not want to 
serve on the new executive committee. He stated his reason 
is not a personal one; however, he believes he is needed 
more in his work in Michigan, and were he on this committee 
it would keep him away from Michigan too much. Others who 
declined to serve on this commiittee refused for personal reasons, 
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WINTER believes that if we are to build a party here in 
Michigan his time should be devoted in Michigan, 

WINOIER also pointed out if we are to build our 
party and get away from our isolationp we must cease 
having private caucuses and all discussions should be made 
openly and at our meetings o He said that he heard that 
Oomrade DEifWIS has been getting a, few domrades together prior 
to the National Committee meeting for instructions « This 
type of activity should not be allowed in our movement » 

Former comrades, according to WINTER, have changed 
their ^thoughts since the National Convention and a lot of 
questions still remain unanswered and has caused many of our 
members to look elsewhere for their answers, WINTER stated 
we must be united if we are to" gain recognition among the 
masses. Comrade LIGHTPOpT and himself (WINTER) tried t.o 
find a basis for compromise of the resolutions' submitted 
by the Northern California Board and received some support, 
He stated that new ideas are growing out of the world 
situations and we must remember that' as years go by there 
are changes and it is impossible for us to stick to the same 
old situation as we must be a part of progress.

Remarks of an Unknown Individual, 
Possibly MORRIS CHILDS . 



This individual commented upon the fact 
that he was disappointed xvith the work being done 
in the farming areae. He stated that CARL (ROSS), 
in a certain sense, did cood, practical work, but 
added that in the political field, CARL was more, 
antagonistic abbut dii^'^erent international problems 
than many of the other comrades on the right. He 
.mentioned the fact that he v;as in regular contact 
vjith Nebraska, but cpmmented he had not seen them 
personally for a long time. This individual 
advised that all that ^ could be said dn the midwest 
outside /Wisconsin/ .was that they^ljiad g;dod. contacts* 
He added^ that inda/vdduals' he,i^^^ and, there were doing 
BQ0d\. work .both as indiydduals* and as" groujp's , but 
(iescribed this situation as hot being the kind of 
organization that (the CP), was .used .t.o>: He cpmmented 
on the fact that the. Party ha,d ' suffered terrible 
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losses in Missouri, including the best part of the 
leadership J adding that, in his opinion, there was 
only one member left of the old State Committee on 
the present board. He stated that he was not 
worried about the situation in Wlsocnsin. 

Remarks of JAMBS JAC KSON 

According to the informant, JACKSON spoke 
at a conference on Negro affairs, which was held on 
a Sunday, and which the informant believes to have 
been held in Chicago. JACKSON related that LEON 
(PH) (KATZEN) had given a report at the conference 
concerning the peace problems and taking up the 
points of departure from the section of the l6th 
Convention resolution deaS.ng with Negro affairs. 
Tliis report, according to JAQKSON, laid stress on 
the question of housing, the economic question and 
other questions bearing on the status and outlook 
of Negroes in the Chicago area. 

JACKSON stated that the conference was 
attended by approxiraatelr 48 people, adding that 
better ihan half of these came under the stimulus 
and mobilization of the extreme left element. He 
averred that these comrades came for the obvious 
purpose of staging a demonstration against the 
line and policy and authority of the Nationa3f 
Committee. He advised that immediately after 
LEON (PH) (KATZEN) had completed his report, a 
comrade representing a club on the South Side 
secured the floor and insisted on a rank and 
file collectively prepa:red report or resolution 
to be presented which would have an alternative 
(approach) on the task before the. Negro Committee. 
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JACKSON advised timt this privilege was granted. 
He stated that this resolution was not against 
the great landlord trust or the real estate trust, 
but was against the Negro landlords, adding that 
the resolution had little or nothing to do with 
the programs for the Negro people. He conunented 
on the fact that many of the comrades present, 
including himself, felt embarrassed by' that left 
wing position. 

JACKSON stated that the abbve more or 
less set the tone and oharaclrer of the meeting, 
commenting that the issi.:e as' such was more or 
less lost. JACKSON co;nmented upon a resolution 
that was made to set up a rank and file committee 
to screen EARL's (DURHAM) report before publica- 
tion, and to receive all other documents on the 
si^bject and then prepare a report and program of 
action for distribution in the Party. He" stated 
that this committee was charged .with policy 
writing an^ programming for the South Side and 
for Negro work in the district. He related that 
during the meeting, CLMJD2 (LIGHTFOOT) spoke on 
the question of establishing good conversational 
relations with old friends of the Party. JACKSON 
added that there was an agreement that Chicago 
should sell 3000- copies, vjith 2000 to be sold on 
the South Side. He added that GERALDINE 
(LIGHTFOOT) elaborated on the program for 
handling the above sales. 

The informant advised that, in his 
opinion, JACKSON had reference, in the above 
discussion, to, a recent book published by PAUL 
ROBESON.

JACKSON stated that during the course 
of the meeting, he had spoken as follows: 

When I spoke I used the occasion to 
draw certain lessons from the work of the 
National Committee indicating that one of the 
morals to be drawn is that the National Committee 
signalized an end to extra ^ Party channels for 
the distribution of policies counter to the 
policies decided by the leadership of the Party 
and reflected in the policies of the National 
Committee. I stated that the official definitive 
interpretation of the mandate of the National 
Committee was resolved in the adoption of the 
DENNIS (EUGENE) resolution^ and that henceforth 
dissenting opinions would have to be registered 
through Party channels. I stated that this traffic 
in documents outside the Party must be stopped, 
and illustrated this point x^rith the analysis and 
characterization of the document on Negro rights 
that had been in-Jiuoduced by SiUCILLE ^st name 
unknown). I dealt i;'ot only with the contents of 
this document, but also the nature of same 
wherein a club or individual allocated to 
themselves the right to substitute themselves or 
itself for the work of the Party's leading 
committees. The second phase of myytalk concerned 
the theoretical :^concepts of the Marxist position 
theoretically expressed on the Negro in the US. 

JACKSON stated that following his talk, 
an individual by the name of MIKE' SAUNDERS (PH) 
took the floor and proceeded to dictate what the 
Party's approach should be on the question of 
Negro rights* He stated that the atmosphere was 
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that of a wild fanatical flock han.ging on to 
everything that MIKE SAUFDSRS (PHL-saidl—Ua. 
stated that the climax came when^

time, and had singled out MIKE SAU1©ERS ^PH) 
characterizing his proposals as a pitiful 
example (-of an attempt to) secure the Party 
from the tenets of GATES (JOHN) and liquida- 
tionists and turn it over to a wild pack of. 
bandits. JACKSON commented that he also had 
scored the spirit of fanaticism that had 
prevailed, and had served notice on MIKE 
(SAUMRS) that the leadership would not 
hesitate to expel (him) from the Party. 

Remarks of an Unident ifie d Indiv idual 

^ , He advised that he had attended the 

meeting in Chicago prepared to discuss the 
work of the Party in Chicago, particularly the 
work on the South Side. He stated that "vie" 
nad been .■.•$aced with an organised group that 
showed not only disrespect for the comrades 
(leadership) , but made it impossible to 
discuss the problems in a calm and sensible 
manner. He commented on the fact that this' 
organized group had a sub committee that was- 
working in an attempt to consolidate and set 
up a Negro commission* He advised that they 

*2 "^P.^ standing committee but 
that attempt was sidetracked and, as a result. 
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a temporary committee had been set up. This' 
unknown individual commented upon the possibility 
of losing a lot of people (to the Party). He 
mentioned that CLAUDE (LIGHTPOOT) had made an 
excellent interpre^tat-icn of the book (PAUL 
ROBESON'S?). He related that GER/-:]:jDINE(LIGHa?FOOT) 
had given a practical eizample of how the Negro. 
PSPP.le intend to mobilise when she referred to 
the example of her own neighbor in connection 
with- a history meeting at the neighbor's house 
where hundreds of pamphlets had been sold. This 
unknown Individual advised that to date only 
about 30 had been registered, and recalled that 
at one time they had had over I800 aembers, and 
had at least a couple of hundred during the prior 
year. He cited an instance x^rhich occurred when 
the meeting was over when one wllte comrade of the 
left had stated to him that in her ooinlon, the 
only reason CLAUDE (LIGHTFOOT) had introduced the 
book was to use it as a diversion. He stated 
that this comrade also offer<=5d the opinion that 
the book was not a Marxist book. The unidentified 
individual stated that the above is an example of 
the type of contempt that they (the left) had for 
anything that was being done by the Party at the 
present time. 

The informant advised that at this point 
an individual, believed to be MORRIS CHILDS, 
commented that the situation in Chicago had to be 
stopped immediately. CHH-DS ? advised that he 
never thought that there would be such an assault 
against (O'AMES JACKSON). CHILDS commented that 
ROSE (last name imknown) and MANNY (BLOOM) knevi 
that JIM JACKSON was not with the right and that

Party (CP of Canada) on Janua3?y 7, 1958, in Toronto, MORRIS 
md KASHTAN asked the informant about the trade union x-ork of the'' 
of the CPUSA and about va,rious CP functionaries involved in 
trade union work. They also asked about the current political 
sympathies of a number of individuals prominent in the trade 
union field who were formerly CP members or allied closely with 
the CP, The infoncant outlined for them the current thinking 
and activities of the CPUSA in the trade union field. 

CG5824-S*, on February 15, 1958, reported that .ELIZA33ETH 
MASCOLO, girl friend of TIM BUCK, head of the Labor Progressive 
Party of Canada, furnished information from BUCK to the informant 
to reapv to EUGEl^JE DENNIS, since the flatter would not seejyfflSCQCD 
personally. BUCK'S message was that the Central Committee of 
the CPSU welcomes the proposal that a representative of the 
CPUSA come to Moscowj further, Moscow would like to have two 
sets of all inaterial pertaining to the proceedings of the current 
meeting of the National Committee of the CPUSA. 

Also, the CP of China wants to establish an active relation- 
ship with the CPUSA through DENNIS. DENNIS was also to be t&ld 
that a leading comrade of the CPSU would like to see more 
material on the Soviet Union printed in the CPUSA press and 
arrangements would be made to supply "The V/orker" with a dally 
press service from Moscow via Canada. BUCK also said that the 
Russians would 3ike to have a correspondent of "The VJorker" 
stationed in Moscow and that if this correspondent were political- " 
ly qualified, he could be the representative of the CPUSA there. 
Until this arrangement can be made, the "Canadian Tribune"

TRACHTENBERG desired him to contact TIM BUCK and request BUCK 
to convey to the CPSU that TRACHTENBERG has a large stock of 
material printed in the English language that he is anxious to 
dispose of, and that he would like to make some arrangements 
to ship it overseas if a mutually satisfactory price can be 
arranged.

CP press 
release in reply claimed GATES had lost 
theoretical bearings and could not see CP 
moving to overcome crisis. EUGENE DENNIS 
at NC meeting in February, 1958, stated 
it was no secret CP was divided on all 
levels and they must struggle against re- 
visionism and sectarianism or dogmatism. 
WILLIAM Z. POSTER on 3/8/58 stated while 
CP is down, international situation is 
good as far as Communism is concerned. 
INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS. In response to 
declaration of 12 Coram\mist and Workers 
Parties of socialist coimtries signed in 
Moscow, November, 1957 j OP, USA in state- 
ment published in January, 1958 "Political 
Affairs," agreed question of peace is 
crucial and forces of peace can prevent 
warj however, CP would not accept U33cri1?ically 
views of brother parties, and expressed 
belief only it can best chart American 
road to Socialism. December, 1957 "Komm\i- 
nisti' theoretical organ of CPSU, published 
article "The Struggle of Fraternal Communist 
Parties Against Contemporary Opportunism" 
in which charge made GATES and other re- 
visionist elements had concluded CP no 
longer necessary. Writer cited Convention 
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as demonstration of loyalty to Marxism- 
Leninism and proletarian internationalism^ 
but said struggle there against right 
opportunism was not carried to completion 
and revisionists still carry on factional 
activity. Motion passed at NC meeting, 
February, 1958, to ask corrections in 
article.

LEGISLATIVE ACTIVITIES. "The Worker" edi- 
torial 1/26/58 entitled "Communists Bid 
Congress Act On Peoples' Needs" noted 
issuance of CP legislative program for 
action on 3 major issues - peace, economic 
security and civil rights* Among proposals 
advanced were summit conference, suspension 
of nuclear tests and disarmament agreem.ents, 
repeal of TAFT-HARTLEY Act and restoration 
of protection of rights of labor and 
strengthening of enforcement of constitu- 
tional rights of minorities. 
DOMESTIC ADMINISTRATION ISSUES. ARNOLD 
JOHNSON in letter 3/5/58 to all districts^ 
asked for summaries of cases of political 
repression and status of civil liberties 
and civil rights ♦ Following- report at NC 
meeting February^ 1958, on economic situ- 
ation^ which suggested CP demand increase 
in all sorts of relief, EUGENE DENNIS 
stated CP can give leadership to all 
suffering as result of depression. 
STRATEGY IN INDUSTRY. , FRED FINE stated 
1/21/58 CP will not. blindly follow labor 
leaders or labor organizations > or 
political organisat^tipns on all issues ^ 
but only on selective basis. Some unions ^ 
he said^ allow CP members to work openly 
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and therefore, CP should revise its imited 
front policy* 

NEGRO QUESTION. BENJAMIN J. DAVIS at NO . 
meeting, Februarj?, 1958, stated that x\rhile 
CP should raise economic demands of Negroes 
it should also fight for more civil rights 
and oppose idea further civil rights leg- 
islation is ujinecessary. DAVJS 'stated 
Negro question is special one for CP in 
US and has international significance. 
NO, in statement in "The Worker," 2/9/58 
on Negro History V/eek, pledged renewed 
dedication to Negro peoples » struggle for 
equality. PETTIS PERRY in February, 1958 
"Political Affairs" article declared role 
of CP is sustained struggle for Negro 
rights carried on in its name and in 
unity with all other democratic organiza- 
tions and individuals. 

YOUTH MATTERS. EARL DURHAM in memo dated 
January, I958 to all District Youth 
Commissions, set out opinion CP must 
begini'activities, particularly on campus, 
to re-establish Party clubs with outlook 
for Marxist discussions and struggles 
around youth questions. Plan for such 
work said to be in preparation for sub- 
mission to NC. 

WOMEN. ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN in article 
in "The Worker," 3/9/58 on International 
VJomenfe Day stated women in socialist 
countries in last 50 years have gained 
equal rights and have made great progress 
in all spheres J but in US same 50 year 
old worries of unemployment and inequality 
in industry and professions still prevail. 
FARMERS' MATTERS. CP legislative program 
for 85th Congress, with reference to farm 
problem, urges income parity provisions 
of Brannan Plan, crop and livestock 
insurance, loans to small farmers, tenant 
farme2?s, and sharecroppers for land and 
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supplies. JOHN HSLLMAN of Montana 
suggested at NO meeting February^ 1958 
that CP raise demand for imemployment 
compensation for farmers ♦ 
CULTURAL ACTIVIO?IES. "The Worker" 
1/26/58 in tribute to VJILLIAM HAZLITT, 
British writer^ 1778 - 1830^ described 
him as not only a political fighter^ but 
one who ranged through all varieties 
of passionate : life and wrote on dally 
life of man. ' Review of "Not By Bread 
Alone," a novel by DUDINTSEV, a Soviet 
writer^ appearing in February, 1958 
"Mainstream," atates author's conceit is 
for those so absorbed by power that they 
have forgotten aim of Communism is to 
abolish it all together. 
NATIONAL GROUPS. ROBERT THOMPSON on 
3/4/58 attributed to neglect for past 
years indication Jev^ish leaders and 
comrades on "Morning Freiheit" will 
break away from CP and unless preventive 
measures were taken they could not be 
replaced with "new loyal forces^" JACK 
STACHEL^ has stated "Jewish Life" is in 
hands of Right wing supporters who have 
anti-Soviet tendencies.

PAMPHLETS AND PUBLICATIONS. "Daily 
Worker" annoimced its suspension on 1/13/58 
after 3^ years of publication, with "The 
Worker" continuing as weekly. WILLIAM L, 
PATTERSON announced as General Manager on 
1/26/58. ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN on 
2/26/58 reported to be Editor in Chief 
with ERIC BERT as -Managing Editor. On 
2/16/58 "The Worker" annoujiced fund cam- 
paign for $100^000 ; had raised $86^169 
on completion. '*The VJorker" circulation 
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as of February, 1958 said to be a little 
over ll^OOQ increa.se of about 1,500 over 
January, 1958 . 

EDUCATION. ARNOLD JOHNSON on 1/26/58 
observed that CP's failure to instill 
understanding of ^Marxist-Leninist theory 
was due to use/Slpguege exceeding intellec- 
tual capacity of working masses. He said 
CP must modify its language so working 
class can comprehend discussions, 
ATTEMPTS OP CP TO INFILTRATE MASS ORGANIZA-

I. NATIONAL OFFICE OF 
COI#OTNIST PARTY (OP), 
USA ■ 



T-24 has confirmed the occupancy by the CP USA 
of the premises at 23 West 26th Street, New York City, 
the period covered being January 1, 1958 to March 31* 1958. 

T-25 has established in the same period that 
the CP USA occupies the third floor of this building as its 
national office with a fourth floor or penthouse being 
used as office space by EUGENE DENNIS, On the third floor 
there is a conference room at the front end of the 
building. The remainder of this third floor is devoted 
to office space for the use of Party's, officers. 
The New York State CP occupies the second floor of the 
building and that floor too is equipped with a conference 
room and office space. 

The first floor is set up with a lobby and 
reception room in which there is a telephone switchboard 
staffed by a receptionist. Beyond this reception room 
there is a large space- ultimately intended for use as 
a library having extensive book selving, but as of noWj, 
according to T-25, there is only a small number of books. 

The basement of this building is set up for 
use as office space but this floor is not actually used 
for such piis'poses at the p3?esent time, 
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The sub-basement provides space for the building 

utilities, 

The building is equipped with a small passenger 
elevator operating between the first and third floors. 
Ado'oining the elevator shaft which is in the front part 
of the building, there is a staircase and in the rear 
of the building there is a similar winding staircase. 
The penthouse space is reached by a stairway towards the 
rear of the building. 

The exterior of this three story building has 
only a building number with no sign or lettering reflecting 
its oocupanfey By -the OP trSA, 



Developments in connection with 
Contemplated Removal of CP 
National Office to Chicago 



T-24 has reported on January 15, 1958, that 
a discussion took place between ROBERT THOMPSON and 
ELIZABETH GURLEZ FLYNN on the possible move of the CP 
National Office to Chicago. THOMPSON mentioned that 
CARL WINTER favored the move and THOMPSON said that he 
was planning to see wiENTER to attempt to persuade him 
to change his mind. THOMPSON said that it is WINTER'S 
belief that by moving the Party to Chicago, it can "get 
rid of the factionalism". THOMPSON remarked that the 
Party did not have an adequate base, political, financial 
or any other way to make such a move. FLYNN agreed, saying 
that if the Party had movoato Chicago several years ago 
when it was strong, it would have been good, but she 
regarded the present to be an extremely poor time to make 
the move and she was fighting it. She declared she was 
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going to convey her objections to WIMTER so that he 
could consider the matter before THOMPSON sav7 him. FLYNN 
also mentioned that CLAUCE LIGHTFOOT had changed his 
position completelyj he originally having been very much 
opposed to the move, 

WILLIAM Z. POSTER on February 11, 3.958, 
according to T-14, iaforiasd /EUGENE DENNIS- of his opposition 
to a move to Chicago sajring such a movement would cause 
the Party to suffer. FOSTER noted that SID STEIN had made 
the move the g-econd order of business at the coming 
National Committee meeting because STEIN knew it was his 
strong point c FOSTER believed that the order of business 
could be changed and indicated that the line to be 
was that everybody was in favor of .the inpve but that it 
had to be done carefully and systematically. 

JACK STACHEL was reported by T-42 on February 
13, 1958, to have stated on that day that the greatest worry 
of the Left Wing leadership was how to get around the 
question of moving the Party's headquarters' to Chicago. 
STACIIEL said the Left could not openly oppose the move 
although without doubt the Right Wing would vote to 
move immediately. STACHEL said that if some of the 
left supporters in the West and Mid-West vote for 
immediate removal the Left Wing leadership in the National 
Office would be in bad shape. STACHEL noted that considerable 
time had been spent with CARL WINTER, nevertheless, WINTER 
still favored a move, 

STACHEL went on to say that through individual 
contacts the Left would have to convince a majority of the 
National Committee members that this is not an appropriate 
time to move the headquarters. It would have to be pointed 
out that the CP was in need of a breathing spell in order 
to get down to work and furthermore, thousands of dollars. 
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money then not available^ would have to be spent. He said 
too that "The Worker" was in ^ precarious situation and 
would fail if moved. It would he necessary he said^ to 
convince a majority of the National Committee that 
factionalism was not caused by location of the Party 
office in New York City. 

T-42 noted that JAMfiS E. JACKSON and TH LUMER 
had also asserted that headquarters had to stay in New York 
City^ According to the informant, that was the opinion 
of all of the "ultra left" and the Left Wing in the New York 
area. 

The meeting of the CP National Committee was -lheld 
February 15 and l6, in New York City, T-3 has reported 
that at the 2nd Session, a motion was made concerning 
removal to Chicago. By previous arrangement ELIZABETH 
GURLEY FLYNN made a substitutes motion after pointing out 
that financial and other considerations dictated delay in 
the moving. She moved that the question of a move 
be referred to the National Executive Committee v^hich should 
discuss it with the districts particularly Illinois ^ and 
report to the next National Committee meeting. The vote 
on the FLYNN motion resulted in 28 voting in favor^ 15 
against, with 7 abstaining. 

T-17 on February 28, 1958, reported that ROBERT 
THOMPSON had stated that a number of the Party comrades 
had felt badly about the matter of inoving to Chicago and 
he was wondering what might be done in connection with this 
problem. THOMPSON said he was reporting that the leadership 
was of a mind to set up a committee of 5 composed of National 
Committee members from Chicago and New York to examine 
the problems connected with a move. The problems would 
include that of the availability o^* open headquarters, 
the availability of adequate personnel to staff the office 
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and "The Worker" and an estimate of the amount of money 
required as well as the possibility of raising such a sum. 



II. STATUS OF IND-r/IDUAL 
LEADERS 



FRED FINE, on January 2, 1958, according to T-17, 
who reported on the same date, stated that he had drafted 
his resignation as Labor Secretary of the CP. FINE 
said that if the office vjas not moving to Chicago he would 
submit hais resignation. Referring to his position, FINE 
said he could not make any contributions and that he 
could no longer talk to old time trade unionists with 
whom he formerly worked because rumors have been spread 
about him. He conceded that this was the result of the 
inner situation in the Party. He further said that he 
did not want to return to New York but on the other hand 
the National Administrative Committee was meeting as often 
as two or three times a week in New York. He was not 
participating in all of the decisions of that committee 
but nevertheless was held responsible for its actions. 
FINE stated that he would ask to be released in March, 
1958 or no later than April 1, 1958. 

T-7 has advised on January 8, 1958, that a 
meeting of the National Administrative Committee was held 
on January 6, 1958, and the meeting began with EUGENE 
DENNIS and BENJAMIN J. DAVIS putting on the agenda 
a statement by JOHN GATES of his intended resignation. 
SID STEIN told this meeting that there was no resignation 
before it and that the committee had no right to pry into 
GATES' mind, GATES, who was present, said that if and when 
he resigned, he would make a statement and that the National 
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Administrative Coimnittee could not cause him to resign. 
During a recess, DENNIS, DAVIS, ROBERT THOMPSON, JACK 
STAOHEL and JAMES JACKSON xvent to another room to meet, 
excluding STEIN and GATES. At the end of that meeting, 
DENNIS then offered two motions, to remove GATES from 
the National Administrative Committee and to remove 
him from the National Executive Committee. GATES and 
STEIN charged this was a violation of the CP Constitution. 
The two motions were adopted. Thereafter, STEIN called 
several National Executive Committee members by phone 
and secured enough votes to over^rule the motions and 
the meeting ended with these motions over-ruled. 

T-7 on January S> 1958, also reported that 
EUGENE DENNIS had stated that the struggle in the CP 
involved two questions: 

1. The relation of the CP USA to CPs abroad 
and to the Soviet Union, 

2. The question as to the nature and character 
of the CP USA. 

By letter dated January 23 ^ 1958, addressed to 
all districts and signed by ARNOLD JOHNSON, made available 
by T-42 on January 27, 1958, the districts were informed 
that JOHNSON was being made responsible for the amnesty 
campaign and the Civil Liberties Commission. JOHNSON 
noted that WILLIAM L« PATTERSON was given a new task 
in the management of "The Worker" ♦ JOHNSON asked for 
information as to what had been done in each district 
in the campaign on behalf of GILBERT GREEN and HENRY 



WINSTON and in the campaign for freedom for| | 

He also asked for information concerning what had been ^"^^ 
done in cases of civil rights • 

T-24 on January 28, 1958, reported that FRED FINE 
had informed SID STEIN that he had been very upset on 
learning that WILEIAM L, PATTERSON had been made General 
Manager of "The Worker/; When STEIN stated that the 
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appointment was unanimous and that it was a question 
of either PATTERSON or no one, PINE replied by stating 
that he would never -feave voted for PATTERSON and would 
have rather had no one, STEIN explained that it was but a 
temporary thing '^ntil the National Committee meeting but 
PINE did not agree that it would be temporary and said 
that they would be stuck with him. STEIN explained that 
it had been agreed that PATTERSON would be appointed 
temporarily until it was decided whether or not to remove 
"The Worker" to Chicago.. 

CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT on January 29, 1958, 
according to T-18/ on the same date, stated that &t one time 
the Papty suggested" a leadership' made up of GARL ' WliiRJSRi CARL 
ROSS and himself. LIGHTPOOT said that V/INTER would not 
leave Detroit and ROSS would not leave MINNESOTA. He 
went on to say a leadership could .not be formed from the 
right center group that would have the confidence of the 
whole Party and the same is true of the ultra left. 

T-42 has advised on March 8, 1958, that V/ILLIAM 
Z, POSTER now has a mind as clear as ever and has no 
• speech impediment but his right side is still paralyzed. 

POSTER in October, 1957, suffered a stroke which 
resulted in extensive paralysis at the time. 



III. ACTIVITY OP CP 
ORGANIZATION 



T-24 has reported on January 6, 1958, that there 
was to be a National Administrative Committee meeting on 
January 10, 1958, and that the prihc^a^ topic was the 
resignation of JOHN GATES,

T-.6 has advised that at this meeting EUGENE 
DENNIS stated that he wanted a statement prepared and 
accepted by the National Administrative Committee in order 
that It might be published that day. He also wanted, 
the statement to reflect a unanimous decision of the 
'Committee. BENJAMIN J. DAVIS observed that GATES 
had taken eveiy chance he could to destroy the CP and he 
was in favor of a statement without jseservation. 
BRED PINE remarked that GATES was a product of a crisis 
in the Party, but had to take full responsibility for his 
actions. PINE said that if the CP remained indecisive, 
the prediotions • of GATES would come close to the trui?h. 
He complained about not getting a unanimous statement, 
stating that such statements undermine Party unity. 

On January 11, 1958, T-17 reported that on the 
day before FRED PINE had commented that the resolution of 
the OP dealing • with the resignation of JOHN GATE^ from 
the CP was the product of an entire day of debate. According 
to informant, PINE said that everyone present at the 
Natibnal Administrative Committee meeting had voted for 
the resolution except DAVIB who abstained. 

rp_44 reported on January 10, 1958, that DAVIS 
on that day had explained that he could have voted for 
the resolution but he was not going to continue any 
longer with things that are not consistent and wishy- 
washy, and did not intend to legitimize carrying on where 
GATES had left off. 

On January 15, 1958, T-23 provided a copy of 
a letter of SID STEIN dated January 13, 1958, addressed 
to membsrs of the National Committee in which it was 
noted that the next meeting of the National Executive 
Committee had been scheduled for late January, 1958, with 
the National Committee meeting at the end of February. 
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The letter s'tated that the question h^d arisen as to 
whether it would be better to eliminate the National 
Executive Committee meeting and have the National 
Committee meeting about the 8th of February. It was 
said .that some in the National Administrative Committee 
believed that this idea may cut short the period of 
impasse and confusion. However, others were contending 
that the National Executive Committee should meet at the 
end of January and the National Committee early in 
March, This latter thought is based on the belief 
that the National Executive Committee should have an 
opportunity to cpmplete its work so that recommendations 
may be made to the National Committee. Committee 
members were invited to indicate their preference. 

On January 15, 1958, T-7 stated that 
the "FOSTER group" wanted a delay of the National Committee 
meeting until the middle of March with a three day 
National Executive Committee meeting in February and 
regular National Administrative Committee meetings to 
work out proposals to be submitted to the National 
Committee. That proceedure, according to informant, 
was regarded as a delaying action by the light Wing. 
This informant also learned that SID STEIN regarded the 
Party situation as catastrophic with a split imminent 
and an almost total collapse of the Party's finances, 
taking place. STEIN further stated that the National 
Committee meeting should be held February 8 and 9, 195.8. 

T-6 has advised that on January 21, 1958, it was 
announced at the CP office that there would be an 
enlarged National Administrative Committee meeting 
on the following day. T-6 has also reported that the 
m.eeting on January 22, 1958, opened with a proposal 
that the National Executive Committee meet . on February ' 
1-^, 1958, and the National Committer on February 15 and I6, 
1958.

EUGENE DENNIS proposed that the meetings be 
.held in New York and that each delegate pay $75.00 towards 
his fare. This proposal was carried. EUGENE DENNIS 
on opening the meeting said its purpose was to discuss 
the matter of JOHN GATES. JACK STACHEL stated that the 
matter of GATES' resignation can not be ignored but the 
position of GATES should be ascertained in order to find 
out what it represents and what its aims are. BENJAMIN 
J. DAVIS stated that the CP must consider GATES' ideas 
and the damage done to the Party. He said that they 
"must decide if a CP is wanted and then fight for it". 

EUGENE DENNIS said it would be a mistake to 
consider the GATES incident as a mere by-product of 
a crisis in thfe Party as that would be a failure to 
note a new phase in the Party's internal struggle. He 
said there had been a good reaction to that incident 
in that Party members wanted to protect and developr 
the Party. It must be clear to everyone, he said^ that 
GATES was a classical example of a revisionist. 

T-11 has provided on January 24, 1958, a 
copy of a letter of SID STEIN dated January 23, 1958, 
addressed to National Executive Committee and National 
Committee members noting that the National Executive 
Committee was to meet on February l4, and the National 
Committee on February 15 and 16. He also wrote that 
all National Committed members were to bring with them 
$75.00 to defray the expenses of the two meetings. 

T-6 has reported on January 27, 1958, that 
a National Administrative Committee meeting xtas to be held 
on January 29, 1958 and this informant has stated that 
the meeting took place on January 29, at which time SID 
STEIN proposed that the meetings of the National Executive 
Committee and National Committee Have on their agenda 
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the move to Chicago, the 12 Party statement, "The Worker", 
and GATES' resignation. EUGENE DENNIS suggested 
that the agenda include the economic situation of the 
country as an additional point. JACK STACHEL declared 
his hope that the National Executive Committee would come 
up with a common viewpoint on these matters saying that 
they must discuss the political line first and then 
the matter of leadership. He stated he did not want 
to move to Chicago in order to determine the leadership, 
rather he wanted to determine the leadership after the 
line was decided upon. 

T-6 has reported that the National Executive 
Committee met Ion February l4, 1958. At this meeting 
SID STEIN furnished an agenda proposed by the National 
Administrative Committee consisting of discussion of the 
Party situation, removal to Chicago, leadership, the 
economic situation and "The Worker"^ Later in the meeting, 
CARL WINTER reported on the revised statement of the 
subcommittee of four, the members of vjhich v/ere WINTER, 
CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT, EUGENE iDENNIS and SID STEIN. WINTER 
said the statement was not a blueprint but a guide anddamendments 
to it, if not against the unity of the Party, would be accepted. 

• • .. - — ' . EUBMB- .'DENNIS-*' mi^Q¥% emphasized as a 
primary point the struggle for unity based on the iSth 
National Convention resolutions. He urged a stand on six 
points : 

1, CP participation in the class struggle. 

2. This struggle is to be based on the 
Convention resolutions . 

3 6 Rebuilding the CP on Marxism-Leninism. 
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4. A struggle against revisionists and op- 
portunists . 

5. Establish agreement of National Committee 
on these points. 

6. Reorganization of leadership. 

STEIN then stated that he was standing on wh&t 
he had said at the last National Executive Committee 
meeting and said he ..aid n^t want'- a leadership not 
agreeing with the Convention's reference to finding a 
way to a united Party of socialism. 
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On February l4, 1958. T-17 furnished the 
agenda that had been decided on for the meeting of 
the National Committee scheduled for February 15^ l6^ 1958. 
This agenda follows: 

1. Discussion of the Party based on resolutions. 

2. Question of moving CP National Office to Chicago, 

3. CP Leadership. 

4. A., special order of business on the economic 
situation. • 

5. Report on "The Worker." 

This informant also reported that JACK STACHEL 
had stated that the resolution on CP work prepared 
by the subcommittee made up of EUGENE DENNIS, 
CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, SID STEIN and CARL V7INTER, had 
not been accepted by the NEC and DENNIS had prepared 
a resolution "on lanitang and strengthening the Party 
and its mass work." 

T-3 has advised that this meeting of the 
National Committee took place on February ,15;. l6,the 
first day's session takjLng place at Alhambra Hall^ 
New York City and the second day's session at 
Yugoslav Hall, New York City. 

T-3 note^ that the. agenda of tMs . 
meeting was adopted as the meeting progressed. 
HY IiUMER gave a report on the current economic 
situation in the United States. LUMER cited a 
considerable volume of statistics which to him 
demonstrated the Instability of the American &Japltaa4.-st 
economy. His report was ad.-opt:ed unanimously. 

Next;, CARL VJINTER recalled that two 
months before the NEC had designated a subcommittee 
which had the task of preventing the establishment of 
camps In the CP- He noted that the subcommittee 
consisted of SID STEIN^ CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, EUGENE DENNIS 
as well as himself. WBJTER observed that the 
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decisions of the Convention had provided a basis 
for tackling questions which needed resolution. 
He also noted that a solution of their problems 
could not be reached without regard to the losses 
of the Party. Some individuals ^he said* have to 
be allov/ed the right to preserve their viewpoint 
and at the same time they were trying to reach 
a degree of unity. WINTER mentioned that he and 
LIGHTPOOT had Jointly submitted a resolution 
although they have haci opposing viewpoints on 
many questions. 

SID STEIN stated that he still believed 
what he had said in his speech at the December;^ 1957 
meeting of the NEC^ He attributed the central 
reason for the cr?.siB in the Party to the 
inability to unite and to vvork in mass movements. 
He said he believed the C9.use of that to be the 
strong opposition to the Party's line as adopted 
at the Convention. 

STEIN suggested that the WINTER- LIGHTPOOT 
resolution be amended by defining the CP attitude 
toward a mass party of Socialism. Further^ the 
resolution should elaborate on democracy and 
Socialism^ including the idea of dictatorship 
of the proLetariiats, The meaning of the relation 
to other- •Communist Parties should be spelled out. 

EUGENE DENNIS speaking on his substitute 
resolution said that that meeting of the National 
Committee was the most important since the 
Convention and might mark a turning point for 
the Party. DENNIS said that it was no secret 
that the Party was divided and that they must 
come to grips with-' regard to those differences 
or the CP would be i;inable to go on. With 
reference to the idea of a united party. of Socialism^ 
DENNIS said that slogan Xs not ^ised to carry out 
the decisions of the Convention^ but is used to 
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disunite the Party, He saiS seme who talk about 
such a united Party are really thinking of 
JOHN GfiTES and others » They should, he said, be 
thinking of struggling against theaio In speaking 
about working class interna^tionalism, DENNIS, 
said there are many things to learn from the 
declaration of the 12 'Oommunist and Workers ! parties 
of Socialist countries. He, suggested that; some 
questions may be deferred, provided they are 
purely theoretical and might tend to divide the 
Party „ DENNIS condemned the MINTER»»LIGHTPOOT 
ResolutioHi saying it would mean the postponement 
of the solution of many Party problems., 

JACK STACHEL spoke in 3|ntroduction of 
resolution on JOHN. GATES ^ STACHEL said it would 
be a mistake for them to permit GATES to divert 
them from the path of the Convention and he said 
GATES had left the OP when revisionism had already 
been rebuffed internationally. This, he said, was 
shown by the decla^ration of the 12 Communist parties, / 

STACHEL in referring to the question of 
a united party of Socialism, said such is wanted but 
one based on Marxism-Leninism, 

In conclusioni STACHEL said 'some CP leaders 
declare the Party is finished and they us'ge that 
GATES be allowed to build his own organization 
and they will Join him later. This was described 
by STACHEL as an Americam version- of revisionism 
and Right sectarianism. They ought to unite the 
Party at that meeting, he said> to fight the GATES 
ideas and reverse the present trend, 

T-3 has reported that, 32 voted in favor 
of the DENNIS resolution, 20' against and 2 abstained. 
In view of this vote, there was no vote on the 
WINTER-LIGHTPOOT resolution. 
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The STACHEL resolution on JOHN GATES was 
app37ovaiwith 36 voting for^ 12 against and 7 
abstaining. 

SID STEIN offered a motion that the 
current National Executive Oonimittee be 
dissolved and that all secretarial positions be 
declared vacant. This motion was adopted 
unanimously. 

DENNIS nominated a subcommittee 
of five consisting of CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, MIGKIE LIMA, 
BENJAMIN J, DAVIS, DAVE DAVfS, GEORGE MEYERS 
and himself to make recommendations on the size 
and the election of a new NEC and this was approved. 
FRED FINE'S proposal of recommendations from the 
floor vjas defeated. 

later the subcommittee submitted a 
unanimous report recommending; 

1. A 15 member NEC. 

2. The NEC to meet on February 17, 1958 
and elect a Resident Coi-nmittee. If 
removal to Chicago was decided upon^ 
another Resident Committee would be 
elected after removal. 

3. The NEC to elept new secretaries ^commissions 
and comiTiittees subject to latter confirmation 
by the National Coinmittee. 

4. Allowances would be made for acceptances 
and declinations^vjith additional nominations 
to be permitted from the floor* To become 
elected each candidate for the NEC was 

to receive a majority of votes cast. 

All of the foregoing recommendations 
were approved except that the third proposal was 
enlarged to include a charge that the Resident Committee 
carry out the line of the l\fEC and National Committee. 
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In the course of the meeting there were 
a number of nominations and declinations which 
resulted in only 9 being nominated and accepting 
'for a position on the NEG^ these 9 according to T-3 
being all of the Left wing except LIMA.

In accord with a recommendation of the 
subcommittee of 5 mentioned above ^ the 9 named 
were to make up the NEC with an additional 6 
to be elected at the ne:>ct National Committee 
meeting. 

T-3 has observed that this new NEC 
was designated a resident National Executive 
Committee. The informant noted that HY OTDSR 
of Cleveland^ is in New York most of the time 
and GEORGE MEYERS of Baltimore v^as only a short 
way from New York. Thus^, the only one any 
distance from New York is LIMA who is from 
San Erancisco. The National Administrative 
Committee was abolished by the action of this 
meeting. The results of the meeting according 
to T-3 constituted a victory Tor the Left over 
the Right wing and the effects may be carried 
over to the district p. The rank and file of 
the districts may insist that any supporters of 
the Right wing in leadership be replaced by 
supporters of the Left. 
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T-42 on February l8, 1958 advised that 
at the meeting of the new NEC held on Pebruarj'- 17 ^ 1958 
it was decided that EUGENE DENNIS was to be Secretary 
of the NEC. ROBERT THOMPSON is to be National 
Organization Secretary, a decision about which;, the 
informant said, DENNIS is not too happy. GEORGE MEYERS 
was tentativeljr designated Labor Secretary but 
toYERS indicated he wanted to consider this before 
final acceptance. ELIZABETH GURIEY FLYNN is to be 
Executive Editor of "The Worker", with WILLIAM L. 
PATTERSON continuing as its Business Manager. 

According to T-42, EUGENE DENNIS said 
he would like to convince JOE ROBERTS of Philadelphia 
to replace HENRY A'RON. ROBERTS* duties would be 
more than those of ARON and he would actually 
be Assistant National Organization Secretary. An 
attempt was to be made to persuade SIMON W. GERSON 
to assume responsibility for public relations, 
a position formerly held by JOHN GATES. 

On February 21, 1958, T-36 reported 
that on the day before FRED- PINE had commented 
that the DENNIS Resolution was a repudiation of 
the l'6th National Convention. FINE also said 
that he felt that the ne\^ NEC v/ould not survive 
because it will not carry out the provisions of 
the convention. Further, he said that if the 
new NEC was to exist, it should have wide 
powers, but those pov7ers should be clearly spelled 
out, FINE added that he was no longer a part 
of the national leadership and did not consider 
himself a teember of the National Committee. He 
said he no longer wanted any CP leadership 
PQSitii^fiand was looking for a job. 
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T-42 has also reported on February 21, 1958 
that CLAUDE LIGHTPOOT had on that date stated 
that he would not be a candidate for the NEC 
at the next meeting of the National Committee. 
LIGHTFOOT said that he was considering taking 
a training course to qualify as a butcher. 

On the same date, SAM KUSHNER stated 
that following the National Committee meeting of 
February 15, l6, 1958, he had had separate 
discussions with EUGENE DENNIS and WiCLLIAM Z. FOSTER 
to explain his mistake in failing to accept 
nomination for the NEC. Pie said he would be 
a cafididate at the next National Committee meeting. 

T-42 has also reported that EARL DURHAM 
e3cpres8e<3l disappointment, having thought that 
he would be nominated and elected to the NEC 
although not ^present at the National Committee 
meeting. 

On February 26, 1958, T-5 advised that 
on the previous day, GEORGE MEYERS said he could 
make no comment at that time on whether or not 
he ViTould accept the position of Labor Secretary 
claiming that there were many problems that 
would have to be solved. MEYERS said he would 
have to know more about details of the position, 
whether he had to move from Baltimore and what 
pay he might receive as well as other personal 
factors. He said he was deeply concerned with 
v/hat might happen in the Baltimore area if he 
had to leave ^ 

T-42 on March 3, 1958 has advised that on 
that day, JAMES JACKSON had said thg^t a decision 
had been made not to bring JOE ROBERTS into the 
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National Office as Assistant National Organization 
Secretary and Treasurer. JACKSON noted that ROBERTS 
had been a supporter of the Right wing and was 
in trouble with the membership of the CP in the 
Philadelphia area by reason of his political 
position. The feeling that bringing ROBERTS 
into the National Office xTOuld only lead to 
additional strife was th6 reason for the decision. 

JACKSON also stated that HENRY ARON 
was still in charge of CP funds, but JACKSON 
expressed a low opinion of ARON'S work.. 

With reference to GEORGE MEYERS;, JACKSON 
said that he still had not decided whether to 
accept such position on a permanent basis. 

JACKSON disclosed also that SIMON W. GERSON 
had refused all offers to remain on the staff 
of "The ¥Q3?k'er"and was planning to leave in a 
monthjhaving accepted a ;Job in a New York garage. 
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On March 8, 1958, T-42 informed that JACK 
•SHULMAN had replaced HENRY ARON in the handling 
of the funds of the CP ^ USA. T-42 also reported 
that ARON was attempting to obtain a o*ob outside 
the CP. 

T-6 has advised on February 26, 1958, 
that, on that day, a meeting was held at the 
national office of the CP and ROBERT THOMPSON 
announced at the meeting that an item on the agenda 
would be a discussion looking toward the preparation 
of a draft of an evaluation of the internal situation 
of the CP, resulting from a recent meeting of the 
Party *s National Committee. 

At the meeting, JACK STACHEL said that 
if the decisions of the Committee meeting were 
merely siaimiarized and reported, nothing would be gained. 
He referred to articles in the New York newspapers, 
especially the "New York Times", which had submitted 
an evaluation of that meeting. STACHEL said that 
from these versions, a number of things were obvious, 
specifically that they could not carry on their ^ 
fight by merely laying down a basis for the mobilization 
of the Party; further, they must determine the line 
of the Convention without sharpening the attack on 
those .(Somrades who. represented liquidation. 

ROBERT THOMPSON, according to T-6, asserted 
that a situation obtained in the Party, where the 
committee meeting could not be interpreted in but a 
single way.. He said the committee meeting was being 
interpreted "all over the lot," He pointed out that 
at two or three meetings at whiph he had spoken^ he had 
given interpretations of it. He was sure every other 
comrade present had been confronted with the same 
problem. 
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THOMPSON went on to say that if they did not 
produce a National Executive Board interpretation, 
which would 126001116 the "basis for the Party's 
understanding of the meaning of that eoimnittee 
meeting, they would not only lose the positive 
value of the meeting, but add a great deal to the ■ 
negative side. 

As to these varying interpretations, THOMPSON 
said that one being spread by the associates of 
SID STEIN and FRED FINE was to the effect that the 
CP had fallen into the hands of blind adherents of 
Soviet policy, these adherents being Sogs?)@/'oiS'ts aaad- 
sectarians. This, he said, was being spread very 
rapidly. 

Another impression being spread by the 
ultra-Left and those influenced by that group was 
that developments at the Committee meeting were;--g©cid, 
insofar as it took the CP out of the hands of 
revisionists and put it into the hands of the center 
from which the Party could more easily be changed to the 
hands of the Left. This interpretationsis being 
spread rapidly. THOMPSON observed that the longer 
they wait, the more the confusion would develop and 
spread . 

THOMPSON said that the purpose of having the 
point on the agenda was to finalize the Party's 
interpretation. He did not think there was danger in 
their coming out too soon; rather would the danger lie 
in their coming out too late. 

T-24, on March 4, 1958, reported that on 
March 5 s 1958, there would be a meeting of the NEC nC3d; day. 

T-6, on March 5» 1958, reported that the NEC 
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met at the CP national office that day. This meeting 
heard a report on international developments, by 
JAMES ALIEN, who, in conclusion, expressed the 
thought that the Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
CP might be reconstituted. 

JACK STACHEL agreed on the need for such 
a committee. 

On March 24^ 1958;. T-26 provided a copy 
of a communication, dated March l8, 1958, signed 
by ROBERT THOMPSON, announcing that the NEC would 
meet on March 19, 1958, and -^he agenda was announced 
as including a follow-up report on recent econojaic 
developments, a Party program, some problems of 
literature and personnel. 

T-6 has advised on March 19j 1958, that this 
meeting of the NEC took place on that day. 

HY LUMER reporteci on the economic situation 
and discussedVlegislation pending in Congress concerning 
aid teethe unemployed, tax reduction and social 
security benefits-. 

BENJAMIN J. DAVIS observed that papitalism 
is now going into an economic crisis and that capitalism 
has been in a political crisis for some time, despite 
the fact that it still has power. He pointed out 
that a newspaper article had mentioned improvements 
in the manufacture of steel in the USSR, supposedly 
superior to the' American method. He commented that 

this emphasizes that "Socialism gets ahead This 

damn country' will neger catch up with them." 



DAVIS also said- that the Party should be more 
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specific in demanding a program of public spending 
for schools J housing^ hospitals and cultural 
projects. 

ROBERT THOMPSON complained that the Party 
lacked any concrete national program, that the Party 
was sufferifiig from aa "overdose of generalities." 

EUGENE DENNIS , with reference to a Party 
program^ recommended that regional committees be 
set up to work on a program. 

JACK STACHEL agreed that a program should be 
outlined and sent out in time for discussion and 
adoption at the ne^ct Convention. He suggested that the 
first draft be prepared by Labor Day. 

On March 25^ 1958^ T--42 reported that 
on that day, ROBERT THOMPSON had stated that a staff 
for the CP national office had not yet been organized. 
THOMPSON mentioned that he was not then sure GEORGE 
MEYERS would, accept the position of National Trade 
Union Secretary, MEYERS having indicated that he wanted 
to fjt^yiin Maryland, or would prefer not to leave there. 

THOMPSON mentioned that consideration had 
been given to bringing GUS HALL into the national office 
but ,HALL ^?&&^stlll on probation andiis legal situation 
had not been resolved • 

JACK SHULMAN, according to THOMPSON, was 
still acting as Treasurer. THOMPSON noted that they 
could not afford to ijire anyone else or to hire 
an assistant to- handle membership and dues for 
THOMPSON, 

T-25 has reported that under date of March 19^ 
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1958, ROBERT THOMPSON advised members of the NEC 
that a meeting of that Committee was ^50 be held 
March 28 and 29^ 1958. The agenda proposed was' to 
include the following items: 

1, The California elections, MICKlE LIMA 
reporting* ' 

2» Problems posed by activities of ultra- 
Left groupings - ROBERT mOMPSON reporting 

3. Auto-CARL WINTER reporting 

4. CIO-APL Economic Conference, GEORGE MORRIS 
reporting 

5. "The Worker" drive, WILLIAM L. PATTERSON 
.reporting 

6. Registration 

7. Personnel Problems 

T-6 has reported that the NEC met on 
March 28, 1958, and MICKIE LIMA 'informed this meeting 
that the right to work issue was a key point in the 
California elections. He emphasized the fact that there 
was considerable' activity- in the labor movement. 

At the March 29^ 1958 session of this NEC 
meeting, according to T-6, GEORGE MORRIS., speaking 
with reference to the APL-CIO Conference, cB£t3;c4'Sed ^'^ 
it for not considerir^g questions of relief, a shorter 
work week and discrimination. 

BENJAiyilN J. DAVIS observed that most Party 
members do not know that the Party is doing and that 
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articles in "The Worker" and "Political Affairs" 
are not enough. urgejl that a way be found to 
get information to Party members • 

ROBERT THOMPSON reported on the ultra- 
Left, referring to various tendencies that had 
resulted in resignations. He claimed that the CP 
position was basically improved and said there must 
be a struggle against various extremes. He believed 
that the CP should move boldly in places where 
factional elements gained control and declared that 
the CP has no intention of compromising cn 
ideology. 

In the discussion on registration, T-6 
said that ROBERT THOMPSON and JACK STACHEL proposed 
that no registration figures be published within the 
Party or elsewhere. EUGENE PENNIS proposed that 
the registration be continued throughout the rest of 
the year.

On January 16^ 1958^ T-25 provided a copy of a 
letter written by SID STEIN dated January 9, 1958, and 
addressed: "Dear Comrades". STEIN^'s letter pointed out 
that. In line with a decision of the National Committee^ 
booklets of Southern Solidarity Assessment stamps 
had been sent to them and it had been hoped that 
in the course of the registration drive it xvould be 
possible, while collecting dues, that they would be 
able to collect such assessments as well as collecting dues. 
STEIN said that no acknowledgement had been received 
of the receipt of the booklets of stamps or that 
collection of such assessments had been started. 



In a postscript to this letter, STEIN 
expressed a desire for some response on the progress 
of the registration in the districts. He noted 
that no information had been received oh either the 
progress or the problems of the registration drive. 



On February 6, 1958, T-11 made available a 
copy of a letter dated January 28, 1958, addressed to 
all districts and signed by SID STEIN, This letter 
pointed out that the registration drive had begunoln 
November, 1957^ and although it v/as then the end of 
January, very few statements had been received from the 
districts as to the number of people registered, the 
problems encountered in registration ov the perspective 
regarding the total that would be registered. 
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STEIN went on to state that it would be 
necessary at the meeting of the National Committee 
in February to make certain conclusions regarding 
registration. The Committee, he said, would have 
to decide whether to formally close the registration 
drive or to continue it. He asked that the information 
as to registration be furnished as soon as possible 
and not later than the meeting of the National 
Executive Committee on February l4, 1958. 



STEIN noted too that there had been no 
response from any of the districts in connection 
with- the disposal of Southern Solidarity stamps » 
He urged that both dues payments and the Southern 
Solidarity Assessment returns be sent immediately. 



T-5 on January Z9» 1958, has advised that 
ARNOLD JOHNSON on January 28, 1958, had stated that 
the national leadership had communicated a request 
to all CP Districts requesting them to push the 
membership registration so that the Party could 
determine the size of its organization as of the end 
of 1957. JOHNSON said that as far ag he knew, no 
district had fulfilled the request. He pointed out 
that it was almost a month after the time the leadership 
should have known the strength of the CP and it was 
time to get moving. 



JOHNSON also said that although the districts 
had not acted on registration, a number of suggestions 
as to handling it had been received. Some suggested 
registration should go back to 1956 or to 1955 and 
some wanted to back tp 1950, and in some cases 
back as far as possible. He said that he, as well as 
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the leaders who were followers of EUGENE DENNIS, 
felt each district should use its own Judgement 
as to how far to go back since each was familiar 
with its own local situation^ He emphasized that 
districts should take registration seriously since 
through factionalism, the Party was continuing to 
lose members. 



JOHNSON also said that people had dropped 
out of the Party or had been dropped but that did not 
mean they were enemies. He mentioned that some 
who had left the Party or who had been dropped had 
said upon recontact that they felt themselves to be 
part of the organization even during the period they 
were not active or paying dues even though that 
interval might have lasted many years. 



He also said that DENNIS » forces had 
discussed the caliber of those who had left or had 
been dropped during the years 1950 to 1957, and 
had also discussed those accused of being informants 
where the organisation had not been presented with 
a definite reason for depriving such accused persons 
of membership. This discussion had resulted in 
decisions that all who had left the Party would be 
contacted and asked to re-register and those who had 
been labeled enemies of the Party be asked to re- 
register unless evidence against them had been 
produced. He further explained that any persons 
who had not appeared before any committee to give 
information against the Party or who had not been a 
participant in any activity indicating an enmity 
toward the Party would be asked to register. He 
observed that leaders in some areas had been narrow- 
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minded and this had almost caused liquidation of the 
Party, This could not go on if the intent vjas to 
have a large working class organization. 



JOHNSON stressed the primary importance of 
registering working class people such as those in the 
trade union- 'movement particularly auto, ship- 
building and steel. Following registration of such 
people^, there might be a broader concentration on 
registration. 



T-7 on March 5^ 1958, has reported that on 
February 2?^ 1958, ROBERT THOIVIPSON stated that the 
CP Leadership must defeat the sit '-down of the Right 
wing and to do that he was striving to mobilize the 
CP around a few points in order to show that more 
would have been accompolished if the Right wing 
had cooperatedo One of these points of concentration, 
according to THOMPSON, would be the arrest of the 
decline of the Party membership. THOMPSON noted 
that in connection with the current registration, 
the effort was dragging and registration should 
have been completed two months before. An effort 
was to be made to have the Party get every member 
on the books.

Information to the effect that HENRY ARON had recently 
resigned his position as CP, USA national office "treasurer 
JACK SHULMAN has taken over ARON »s duties In this regard. 
T-3 stated ARON is presently trylnig to secure a job 
outside the P^rty, 

On February 14, 1958, T-3 advised that ISADORE 
WOFSY had recently offered to submit his resignation as 
head of CP national office reserve. fund (secret fund) 
operations. This offer was not accepted by the CP 
national leadership. 

Stepped-Up Campaign to Secure Donations For CP, USA 

On March 12, 1958, T-8 stated he had recently 
received information to the effect that the CP, USA 
was currently conducting a stepped-up campaign of 
contacting well-to-do individuals in efforts to secure 
donations to the CP* According to T-8, each person on the 
staff of the CP national office has a list of approsiimately 
thirty people to §ee in this connection. As of M^rch 12, 
1958, the Party had been largely unsuccessful in its 
attempts to obtain such donations. 

According to T-8, the Party leadership has 
attributed its failure in above mentioned campaign' to 
widespread stories, currently circulating throughout the 
Party> of past "misappropriations" of Party funds by 
Party fui^ctionaries.

On January 10, 3,9585 T-5 stated that on January 7s 
1958, he had been advised that new orders had just been received 
from liatl^onal Communist Party a^eadership to the effect that 
all communications sent doxm to tJie Party districts should 
be handled only by Fational Committee members and read by 
National Committee representatives at the district board meetings. 

On January llj., 1958, T-5 advised he had been informed 
that FRED PINE had been suspected by a majority of the National 
^ ^ m'l.}i 1 s'fesMve Committee of the C^'^^U^S'.A* and many of 
the National Committee members of being a government informant 
for some'tir.e and that the word had been r)asi:ed around to keep 
away from him* T-5 added that even though the National 
Administrative Committee had tried to keep inforraation away 
from PINE, it had been a difficult thing to do since J^INE 
was -a member of the National Administrative Committee. 

On January 29^ 1958, T-5 advised that the forces of 
EUGENE DENMS have discussed the calibre of the peo^:>le who 
have left the Party from 1950 to date,' and have also discussed 
the situation surrDunding.,^peor)le who have been accused of 
being informants but where the accus.©»' had notpresented anything 
concrete which would give the organization itself a definite 
reason to deprive these people of member sM p. T-5 said that 
the outcome of the discussion was to the effect that all members 
who had left the Communist Party for one reason o& another during 
the past 7 years should be contacted and asked to register and 
that all persons who have been labeled enemies of the Party 
should be asked to register where there wets insufficient evidence 
against them. 
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On February 14, 1958, T-6 reported that a National 
Executive Committee meeting was held that date in New York 
City. According to T~6, ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN stated at 
this meeting that lately security had been throx^n out of the 
window and there was no regard for the possibility of action 
against the organi25ation by outside forces, ¥LYM added 
she was not sure that everyone understood that " ¥e are not 
free from investigation and sttacslc". 

On February 19, 195^^ T-3 advised that WILLIAM 
WEINSTONE, that date, had asked why the CP has not looked 
into the backgrou^ii" and activities of the 27 people who 
were stool pigeons and who testified for the government. 
T-3 added that this statement rapy indicate that WEINSTONE 
will suggest that the Communist Party conduct investigations 
of the background of members and prospective members as it 
did in the past. 

On March 10, 195Q, T-3 advised that on March 8, and 
9, 1958, information had come to the informant's attention 
which reflected that the National Auto Commission of the 
C.P,U,S»Ao V7as scheduled to hold a meeting under extreme 
security conditions in New York City on March 22-23, I958. 
This meeting was to be limited to a very few persons who 
were to be instructed to go to apartment #27, 5th Floor, 
350 West 110th Street, New York City, and ask for "WILLIAM" 
which was to be one of the code names used for tliis meetinge.

R esignation of JOHN GATES from CP 

EUGENE DENNIS on January 6, 1958^ according 
to T-42;, stated that JOHN GATES had told three members 
of the National Executive- Committee that he was 
resigning from the CP v/hen the "Daily Worker" ceased 
publication. GATES had also said that on resignation, 
he would issue a public statement blasting the CP, 
DENNIS admitted that the situation was grave byt 
said he was glad in a way because GATES had been a 
source of trouble, 

T-25 on January 13, 1958, provided a copy of 
JOHN GATES' letter dated January 9, I958 to the CP 
National Committee tendering his resignation. 

GATES said that he v;as resigning from the 
CP effective immediately, having thus decided after 
27 years in the movement, feeling that the CP had 
ceased to be an effective force for democracy, peace 
and Sociaiism in the United States. He said he had 
hoped that the struggle going on in the pagt two 
years in the OP would serve to radically transform the 
party. While the program adopted by the l6th NatloKtal' 
Convention of the CP in February, 1957, had given 
some promise of this, that program had been betrayed. 
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GATES concluded J therefore, that the CP could not 
change from within ardthat fighting to do so was 
hopeless* He declared that the ideals that had 
attracted him to Socialism still motivated him, but 
he did not believe it possible to serve those 
ideals within the CP* 

The same informant on January 13, 1958, provided 
a copy of a press release prepared by the CP National 
Administrative Committee on the resignation of GATES. 
This statement declared that the departure of GATES 
from the CP had come as an anti-climax and one in 
a series of abortive resignations • The NAC stated 
stated it was recommending to the National Committee 
that the resignation be accepted ♦ 

Furth^ry^it was said that if GATES had 
really wanted to stand on the decisions of the 
convention and not build a - platform outside those 
decisions, his duty was to remain in the ranks, 
fight for those decisions and subordinate his 
views to the majority. If he still desired to work 
for Socialism, the release said, he should not have 
sought to split and fragmentize the CP. 

The NAC further stated that they were saying 
of GATES, as had been said by the NAC 6n JOSEPH 
CLARK in September, 1957^ in a stat^merxt to which 
GATES had subscribed: 

"He has lost his theoretical bearings. 
Unable to see that ti\X^ crisis is a passing, 
although painful stagQ in the party's life^ he has 
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lost faith in the party and its future. He cannot 
see that the party is moving to overcome the crisis, 
and that it has a future of new and significant 
growth and influence • " 

In conclusion, confidence vias expressed that 
the majority in the CP and the party *s friends 
would stand by it in its fight for peace, democracy, 
security and Socialism, as outlined in the 
convention. 

Confidence vjas expressed that those people 
would strengthen the CP and help build circulation of 
"The Worker", Rebuilding the press was said to be 
vital for a stronger pax^ty and Marxist movement. 



Views of QP Leadership on Pactional Groups 

T-43]nas reported on January l4, 1958, 'that 
CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT latS. a meeting of the Illinois 
CP State Committee^ stated that a great struggle 
had taken place in arriving at the NAC'^ statement on the 
resignation of JOHN GAT^S, He noted that the 
statement had been approved by all on the NAG 
except BENJAMIN A-,. DAVIS who abstained. 

As to his own views, LIGIEPPOOT said he was' 
opposed to any carping criticism of the Soviet- 
Union He said he was opposed to withholding 
recognition of the achievement of the USSR byit was 
equally opposed to any uncritical acceptance^ of 
documents without careful examination. He admitted

that he has certain basic questions concerning the 
universal truths apply to the dictatorship of the 
proletariat in the United States. LIC-HTFOOT noted 
uhat the Declaration of the Communist and 
Workers Parties of the 12 Socialist' countries 
had called for recognition of such truth but he 
perceived 'a question as to whether they applied 
to the United States. 

T-.42 on January 20, 1958 has reported that 
on that date, CLAUDE LIGHPPOOT stated that he was 
m favor of a group, left of center, taking 
over leadership of the CP, USA as the current 
thinking of the majority of the CP membership is left 
of center. 

LiaHDPOOT -also said" that at one -time the 
party could solve its problems through practical work, 
but he now believes the problems must be solved before 
doing -any practical work. He mentioned the skepticism 
and disgust prevailing in the ranks of the CP and said 
its membera 6d not know what to do. ^ 

m.r^.nr.r,^. .^^^ Informant has reported that ROBERT 

THOMPSON m response to LiaifPFOOT ' s comments, said " 
he did not think there should be leadership with one 
point of view in control. THOMPSON said he thought 
the leadership should be composed of a center group 
led by EUGENE DENNIS, BENJAMIN J. DAVIS and himself. 
He said he would like to see other people on the right 
m this leadership. He expressed his agreement 
with the results of the l6th Convention but said 
f ffljeved that an estimate, througli a limited one, 
of th^t convention is necessary. 
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THOMPSON said he v/as holding responsible 
for the party paralysis, those of the Right Wing. 

On February 1, 1958^ T-§ advised that 
EUGENE DENNIS had on January 21, 1958 asserted that 
the Right Wing of the CP, particularly in New York 
and California, as well as SID STEIN, v/anted a complete 
change in the national leadership with everyone 
presently in the leadership quitting. DENNIS then 
went on to pose the question of whether an entirely 
new leadership may be found. 

Also on January 21, 1958, according to 
T-3> SID STEIN declared his belief in a complete 
change in leadership and STEIN, speaking for himself, 
said he was ready to quit^ STEIN said that the 
current leadership was ^pax'alyzed and that it was his 
feeling that the leadership had gone backwards and 
it betrayed the decisions of the convention.. STEIN 
said that nevertheless he would stay in the CP. 

T~8 on January 22, 1958, advised that 
HENRY ARON had on the day before, stated that the 
California CP was the key factor in the controversy ^ 
within the party. 

In order to gain control for^ their factions, 
JAMES JACKSON of the Left and PRED PINE of the Right 
were then caucusing on the West Coast. 

ARON said that SID STEIN had in mind 
organizational changes v^hich hQ would eventually 
suggest to the party, the substance of which was that 
the top national leadership should consist of no more 
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than three; that leadership should include- only 
those who have not served on the "Secretariat" or 
National Committee j lastly, the number of people on the 
National Committee should he commensurate with the 
party's membership figures, a National Committee of 60 
being regarded as "ridiculous". 

T-6 has reported on January 22, 1958, that 
an enlarged meeting of the NAG was held that date. 
On this occasion, SID STSIN asserted that the situation 
facing theni had been brought about by their failure 
to boldly and effectively" carry out convention 
directions on a number of questions. 

STEIN said one section of the party 
was going further to the left and the other 
further to the right. He observed that there are 
specific needs in the United States, but they" • . • 
do not have a bold idea of the party's position. 
He said no matter hov; one argued against GATES'- 
idea, it would not be effective in building, 
and unifying the party. 

He declared his belief in the building of 
a platform that must suit American reality. He 
concluded with the statement that he. did not agree with 
GATES. 

At this meeting of the NAC, BENJAMIN DAVIS 
said they would have to decide whether they wanted 
a party and if so, to fight for it. He said he 
regarded STEIN 's remarks as part of a legacy of GATES 
Referring to the convention, DAVIS said that 
there are some, among them STEIN, who refused to 
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accept any of the injunctions of the convention against 
revisionism. DAVIS thought that the convention provided 
the hasis for the party going forward but he 
saw ambiguities in the resolutions adopted by it 
and he was sure another convention in a calmer, more 
sober time would correct the situation. 

EUGENE DENNIS, at this meeting of the NAC, 
said it vjould be a mistake to consider the GATES 
matter as merely a by-product of a crisis in the 
party. DENNIS said there had been a healthy 
reaction to the GATES matter in the party. 

He noted the advocacy of GATES ^ of an 
association, instead of aparty^at the convention. 
DENNIS said GATES was actually out to transform the 
party and had chosen to resign when he did, not 
merely because of suspension of the "Daily. Worker", 
but because hekiew he coul4 no longer fight 
V7ithin the party for his position with anyf prospect 
of winning. | 

T-6 has reported that SID STEIN i>n January 
28, 1958> had said that unless the leadersMp could 
get together and carry out the line of the convention, 
they would lose "another half of the party" . He 
charged that BENJAMIN J. .DAVIS,- JACK STACHEL and EUGENE 
DENNIS would not follow the convention principles. 

On February 13, 1958, according to 
information received froip T-17 on the same date, 
JACK STACHEL stated that if they, the "ultra-Left" 
supporters whom he described as' "crazy", behaved 
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during the meeting of the National Coiranittee on 
February 15 and 16, then the Right ¥ing would be finished 
as far as national leadership was concerned. STACHEL 
said most of the Right Wing had made up their minds 
to quit the leadership and were also passing the 
world that EUGENE DENNIS had gained control, of the 
CP, and it was, therefore, futile to wage another 
struggle against that group. 

STACHEL further said that it v;ould 
necessary, even with the Right Wing out, to clarify 
certain matters" and the leadership would have to say 
what kind of CP is needed and also take a stand 
on internatipnal relations' with other CPs. 

The leadership, according to STACHEL, would 
have to oppose the "Socialist Party concept" 
of the Right Wing and say that a Marxist Party 
is needed and spell out the outlook for the CP,. USA. 



Meeting of CP National Committee, 
February I3, 16, 1958 



T-3 has advised thatafea meeting of the 
CP National Committee held on February 15 and I6, I958, 
SID STEIN spoke at the February 15th session. 
STEIN said that he still believed what he had said 
at She. December, 1957 meeting of the NEd. He 
?ittributed the party crisis to the Inability t<3 
unite the party and work in mass movements « He said 
he believed that the cause of this is the opposition 
to the convention line. 
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EUGENE DENNIS spoke at this gathering 
following STEIN and declared that this meeting of the 
National Committee was its most important since 
the convention and its results might mark a turning 
point for the party. He said it was not secret 
that the CP was divided on all levels and that 
there are serious differences on the interpretations 
of the convention. While the main political 
direction is the line of the convention, according 
to DENNIS, they-: were also to take into consideration 
v;hat had happened since the convention and they must 
struggle on two fronts against revisionism and sectarianism 
or dogmatism. 

JACK STACHEL at this meeting of the National 
Committee said he wanted to make a few remarks concerning 
the resolution on JOHN GATES which he was introducing-. 
STACHEL said it is not easy to champion 
the cause of GATES in the CP now. He mentioned that 
GATES had a certain position on peace and 
internationalism and he charged that by equating 
the actions of the United States and the 
USSR, GATES had actually supported imperialism. 
STACHEIi said that what was wanted was a party of 
Socialism,, but united and based on Marxism-Leninism. 

He urged that the party b? united at the 
meeting in a fight against the ideas of JOHN GATES in 
order that the trend might be reversed. 

The vote pn the resolution offered by 
DENNIS was recorded as 32 for his resolution, 20 
against and two abstaining. 
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As to STACHEL's resolution on JOHI^ GATES, 
it was approved 36 for, 12 against and 7 abstaining. 

The statemept made by the NAG on JOHN 
GATES was also put up for endorsement and the vote 
was:;34 for, one against and 14 abst.aining. 

With reference tp the election of nine 
of the new National Executive Committee taking place 
at this February 15 and I6, 1958 meeting of 
the National Committee, the Left Wing obtained a victory, 
according to T-3. 

T-24 has reported on February 17, 1958 that 
on the same date, ELIZABETH GURLEY PLYNN had stated 
V7ith reference to this committee meeting, that "the 
Rights" were all out and she claimed that this had 
changed the whole complexion of things. 

T~l4 has advised on February 25, 1958 that 
V/ILLIAM Zc FOSTER was visited by EUGENE DENNIS, 
BENJAMIN DAVIS and ROBERT THOMPSON on February 25, 1958, 
FOSTER'S 77th birthday. 

On this occasion, FOSTER said it was his belief 
that the CP was on its way to health again and the 
Right Wing had neither leadership nor a program. 
In reference to those wlio had declined to accept 
nomination for positions on the NEC, FOSTER said that 
these persons deserve a lit13e something - "party 
treatment that will teach them a few lessons". 

On February 27, 1958, JACK STACHEL and 
ROBERT THOMPSON, speaking of the outcqme of the National 
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Committee meeting, expressed concern that it had 
not turned out as they expected, as they did not 
anticipate a sort of sit-down strike by the Right 
Wing. They had felt they could ride their program 
through a meeting but it did not turn out that 
v/ay. They stateji that the Right Wing vxas 
trying to conduct a sit-down unti,! the next meeting of 
the National Commit ee, an interval of about three 
months, 'The purpose of the Right Wing is to come to 
this meeting and charge the leadership with failure 
to carry out : .any '* progressive work, 

ROBERT THOMPSON said, according to T-7, 
that to defeat this, he vjould strive to mobilize 
the CP around a few points and then do all possible to 
achieve them in order to show/certain degree of 
progress, which v^hile not enough , would enable him to 
point out that more would' Jiave been done with the 
cooperation of the Right Wing. 

Two of these activities in the domestic 
field would be the issues • of recession and 
unemployment, the report of KY LOiyiER being used to 
generate interests the CP program together with the 
publication of pamphlets and the holding of meetings j 
the second of these would bethe 1958 electionswith a call 
to the attention of the CP of a role to be played in 
the campaign, particularly where the elections have 
particular significance , 

Another field of activity for the 
CP, according to THOMPSON, would be the international 
question - the question of peace. Here the DENNIS 
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report of some months ago calling for the 
banning of H bomb- tests and for siommit meetings, 
would be the ba^iBof a peace campaign. 

As to internal matters relative to the 
CP, two questions to be taken up would be the arrest 
of the decline in the party's membership and the 
quetion of "The Worker", All party forces 
v7ould be put" to work on "3}he Worker" campaign so 
that the drive will have been completed. STAOHEL 
suggested that the .work on behalf of "The Worker" 
might be combined with the organization of activity- 
around the matter of imemployi&ent . 

T~8 has advised on March 5, 1958 that on the 
previous day, ROBERT THOMPSON had stated that 
among the seripus problems " confronting the 
CP, was the present composition of the National 
Committee and the National Executive Committee, wifchL 
which he was dissatisfied* THOMPSON observed that 
if people like CARL WINTER and CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT 
v/ere included in the NAC, it would have a more full and 
rounded leadership and these two v/ould be preferable 
to people like FRED PINE and SID. STEIN. 

The national office, according to THOMPSON, 
vjas givjj3g serious consideration to the designation 
of GEORGE MORRIS as National Labor Secretary, 
THOMPSON himself said that he would like to see JACK 
KLING become National Treasurer and Administrative 
Secretary, 

T-14 has advised that WILLIAM Z. POSTER 
on March 10, 1958 stated that there had been a drastic 
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change recently in the CP and he ascribed this to 
the present world situation, particularly the 
launching of the Soviet Union's Sputnik, As for 
other reasons > POSTER mentioned the present 
economic conditions in the United States and the 
question of the war 'danger.. These factors he 
said had brought a certain araouftt of chaos to the 
Right and had thrown the Left and Center together. 

Referring to EUGENE DENNIS, POSTER said 
that anyone would be a fool to predict that DENNIS 
was going to be anything but EUGENE DENNIS i POSTER 
said that in his opinion, there is no ' doubt but that 
the partyis moving to the Left and he said the 
Right has been disorientated and largely defeated, 
that the leadership of JOHN GATES is gone and so 
is his program. FOSTER declared that his feeling ±q 
that the potential leader of the Right is ALEXANDER 
BITTELMAN,^ and the party will, therefore, have to 
cultivate a fight against BITTEMAN and with his 
representatives. This fight should be forced in order 
to introduce more confusion among the 
Right Wing and make it a main danger in the party. 

T-10 has advised that at a meeting of the 
New York County Committee of the CP held on March 
6, 1958* BENJAMN J. DAVIS was a featured speaker and 
asserted that they were today bound to call a halt 
to the factionalism in the party. All 
scurrilous, un-signed documents must be banned, 
DAVIS said some of them were enough to turn one's 
stomach. He urged that it be demanded of all comrades 
that factional groupings be eliminated and th^.t 
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there be one discipline^ that of the party "itself . 
He said he reconmiended factionalism grouping he liquidated 
by the next meeting of the New York State Commjfcbee, 
otherv/ise stern discipline v/ould be administered, 

WILLIAM Z, FOSTER, according to a report 
received from T-42 on March 8, 1958^ stated that the 
Right Wing of the CP was responsible for the 
development of an ultra Left factor in the party, 

FOSTER also stated that while the CP^ USA 
is down^ the international situation is good a,s far as 
Communism is concerned i

THE CPUSA AND THE PARTY DECLARATION 



As previously reported, a declaration was signed by the 
representatives of 12 CommiJinist and Workers Parties of the 
Socialist countries itvho met in Moscow in mid-November, 1957^ 
during the celebration of the 40th anniversary of the Bolshevik 
Revolution* BrfeTly, the declaration stated tll&t- the principles 
of Marxism -^Leninism and proletarian internationailism lie in the 
bedrock of relations between the countries of the socialist 
system and all the Communist parties of the world • The vital 
interests of the working ' people of all countries call for the 
Communist Parties (CPs) to support the Soviet Union and a Marxist- 
Leninist international policy. The declaration said that 
Marxism-Leninism called for a creative application of a ni^ber of 
basic laws applicable to all countries. It stated that revisionlsili^*^ 
was considered to be the main danger at present; however^ do^atism 
could also be the main danger at different phases of development, 

T-3* on December 10, 1957^ advised that EUGENE DENNl3i 
in commenting on the controversy between the Left and Right 
wing sections of the CPUSA over a public endorsement by the 
Party of the 12 Party Declaration, stated that the Right wing's 
aim is a Communist Party independent of the Communist Party of 
the Soviet Union (CPSU)(, The viewpoint of the Left wii3g is that 
thQ content/ of the declaration contains some things of value to 
the CPUSA and the real issue is whether the CPUSA will accept the 
ideology contained in the declaration. ' 

The Left wing regarded the declaration as the most 
important CommuMst doc\;!&€nt issued in the post-war period. It 
marks an advances by the Communist movement from the 20th 
Congress of the CPSU since differences which developed between 
the CPs as a result of that congress have now been resolved. The 
Left wing, states^ that the desLaration is an inspiring statement 
which contains answers to many theoretical questions for the 
CPs^ including the CPUSA. 

Apcording to DENNIS^ the Righit wing feep,s th^t the declara- 
tion is a step backward from the position the Communist movement 
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took at the" 20th Congress of the CPSU. The Right wing states 
that while all 12 CPs sighed this declaration^ there are still 
disagreements among them and they did not advance the line 
adopted at the 20th Congress of the CPSU^ The Right xTing also 
takes the position that if the so-called universal propositions 
in the declaration are accepted by the CPUSA, this will be a 
a?@versal of the position taken by the American Party at its l6th 
National Convention which, among other things, held that the main 
danger is the lieft danger. 

The January, 1958, issue of "Political Affairs" carried, 
an article entitled "Statement on the Declaration of the 12 
Communist Parties," which was adopted by the National Executive 
Committee, CPUSA, at its meeting, 12/22/57. Briefly, the CPUSA 
statement acknowledged that the 12 Party Declaration is an importarfc 
expression of unity among the 12 parties of the socia,list countries 
and noted that the declaration agreed with the CPUSA 's conviction 
that the question of war or peaceful oo-r-existence was a crucial 
one. The CPUSA and the declaration also agre^ that the forces 
of peace are sufficiently jpowerful to prevent war. 

The sijateittent went on to say that the dealarati on passes 
Jiidgnent on many (juestions of theory and policy in the 
fioEfi^asuitSt. mwm^Tii} which" need to be studied and t 
weighed by Marxists everywhere in the .light of their own expe??i- 
encej the?2ef ^-jre^ . the American Cornmunists would not repeat the 
mistakes often made in the past of accepting uncritically the 
views of brother parties regarding their own problems as ' 
necessarily applying to CPUSA problems. To do otherwise would 
ignore the decisions of the National Convention. The CPUSA 
believes that only it can estimate best its tasks in oharting 
the American road to Socialism. 

The American CP has undertaken a discussion to shape a 
program for the Party in accordance with the principles laid 
down by the National Convention which said that the CPUSA 
interprets, applies, and strives to develop further the principles 
of scientific socialism in accordance with the requirements of 
the American class struggle and democratic traditions,. The 
CPUSA can learn frorn the experience of other parties, but the 
creative application of Marxism^L^ninism in the United States is 
its own responsibility. 
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The CPUSA statement noted that the 12 Party Declaration 
concluded that right -opportunism is the main danger atp?esent^ 
but that left-sectarianism ceatll^e the main danger at different 
times or phases of development. The CPUSA said that its* i)ide4 - • 
.pe'ndent decision^ arrived at at its National Convention, was that 
the main task of the CPUSA is to overcome left -sectarianism 
and at the same time, carry on a struggle against right^opportunism. 

The statement concluded by saying a most urgent task 
before American Communists was to enter into a discussion in 
the spirit of scientific objectivity in order to fashion a 
program for the CPUSA and "to lend an attentive ear to the voice 
of other socialist^minded forces in helping us to chart our 
course . " 

II. CPUSA TO ISSUE ANOTHER RESOLUTION ON HUNGARY 

T-17x on February l6, 1958^ advised that at a meeting of 
the National Committee of the CPUSA held that date^ a motion was 
made by LOUIS WEINSTOCK that the National Executive Committee 
prepare a resolution on the coimter-revolution in Hungary^ The 
motion was referred to the National Executive Committee for its 
consideration. 

III. FOREIGN AFFAIRS REPORT BY JAMES 
S. ALLEN, MARCH 5, 1958 

T-23^ on March 25^ 1958, advised that a foreign affairs 
report made by JAMES S, ALLEN to the National Executive Committee 
at its meeting on March 5'-* 1958, was printed and distributed to 
all members of the National Coimnittee, In this report, ALLEN 
stated that the foreign policy position of the United States is 
to hold off a Summit meeting as long possible; if this is 
impossible, surround it with obstacles and conditions so as to 
guarantee failure; and if that is unsuccessful, sabotage it 
from within. Along with this. United States policy is to build 
up its military mighty 

ALLEN pointed out that labor and the people "in the 
United Stated havenot intervenedin the above policy as the people, 
in V/estern European countries have don$. The CPUSA must arouse 
popular support for a Summit meeting and step up its campaigns 
to end the nuclear tests and development of nuclear xveapons. 
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ALLEN saw a changing atmosphere in the labor movement in regard 
to the arms race due to the current esonomic situation and he 
said the CPUSA must take advantage of it. An end to the cold 
war xfould mean more money for public works and welfare and would 
help solve the economic crisis, 

ALLEN charged that the United atates was imperialistically 
intervening in the Indonesian situation and supporting the 
Sumatran "counter-revolutionary" government , In regard to the 
Middle East situation, he was 'onable to decide whether it was 
Anglo-French or American imperialism which was the chief factor 
behind the Iraq- Jordan federation, but in any case, it was an 
imperialist interventionist move aimed at splitting the Arab 
nationalist movement and trying to weaken the latter 's alliance 
with the socialist bloc. 

Regarding Africa, ALLEN said th^t United States interven- 
tion in the North African situation had as it's aim to t3.'.e in with 
BOURGUIBA's idea of a North African federation which would 
associate itself with NATO. 

ALLEN saw all the above as war potentials and a possible 
concerted plan to split these movements and break up the growing 
alliance between Afro-Asi?. and the socialist world. He saw the 
recent Latin -American events (the Cuban and Venezuelan revolts 
and the election in Argentina) as democratic and anti -imperialist, 
andcf special significance to the CPUSA. He said the Party must 
stop depending on statements and do something special in regard 
to Asia, Africa, and Latin -America. Action, meetings, and 
demonstrations were needed.

IV. PRESSURES BY POREIQN CPs ON CPUSA 
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In his article, SHEVLYAGIN said that the world anti- 
Commimist campaign reached its fiercest phase after the 26th 
Congress with attempts of capitalist elements to destroy the unity 
of the Communist camp. But as the result of discussions, all 
CPs without exception declared their full solidarity with the 
decisions and conclusions of the CPSU on the most important 
questions of present day development. During these discussions, 
though, ideological vacillations appeared and opportionist 
elements attempted to impose their revisionist views on the 
great mass of Communists, so the CPs were compelled to carry on 
the struggle on two fronts ~ against revisionism and against 
dogmatism. Under pretext of .struggling against- dogmatism and 
for the so-called "creative development" of MarxisrarLeninlsm, 
open revision of Marxism -Leninism's most important fundamentals 
started. The representatives of the Communist and Workers Parties 
meeting in Moscow last November unanimously affirmed that under 
today's conditions revisionism is the main danger. 

SHEVLYAGIN stated that revisionism, or right opportunism, 
can assume many forms; the belief that the parliamentary road 
to So-cialism is universally v^lid or obligatory, the denial of 
LENIN'S teachings of the inevitability of sharp class struggle 
after the assumption of ppwer by the working class, denial- 
of the historic necessity of the dictatorship of the proletariat, 
and denial of democratic centralism, proletarian internationalism, 
and the vanguard role of the CP. SHEVLYAGIN then examined the 
manifestations of revisionism that had appeared recently in 
the CPs of China, East Germany, Hungary, Poland, France, Italy, 
Canada, Great Britain, Brazil and the United states. In each 
case, he named the chief proponents of , the revisionist pdlicy, 
the nature of it, and the manner in which it was defeated. ' 

In the case of the CPUSA, SHEVLYAGIN charged that JOHN 
GATES and other revisionist elements came to the conclusion' 
that the CP, Created during a revolutionary period, was no 
longer necessary. A different organization adapted to a new- 
situation was needed. He quoted an article 6f WILLIAM NORMAN 
which advocated transforming the i)arty into an Association for 
Political Action, dropping the "Communist" name, rejecting 
democratic centralism and the idea of monolithic unitj^, and 
modifying its vanguard role* He also quoted WILLIAM SCHNEIDERMAN 
as saying that in order for the CPUSA to become a truly demo- 
cratic party, it must make a decisive break with the past and the 
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right of dissent must be allowed to remain in force even after 
decisions are made. SHEVLYAGIN quoted^ too^ from an article 
A. B. MAGIL had written to show that MAGIL claimed democratic 
centralism was not a basic principle of Marxism-Leninism, 

SHEVLYAGIN then quoted parts of the various resolutions 
adopted by the OPUSA at its l6th National Convention to 
demonstrate that the CPUSA declined the proposals of the 
revisionists and reaffirmed its loyalty to Marxism-Leninism 
and proletarian internationalism. He noted^ though, that the 
struggle against right opportunism at the convention was not 
carried to completion and that revisionist elements still carry 
on their factional activityj however, he said the impoitant 
decisions adopted there "may greatly facilitate the victory of 
the healthy elements in the Party standing upon a Marxist- 
Leninis.t position," 

T--8, on February 20, 1958, advised that A, B. MAGIL 
sent a letter dated February 13, 1958, to the National Committee 
of the CPUSA in which he declared that the SHEVLYAGIN article 
should be answered by the Na,tional Committee as they were duty 
bQund to ??espond to "smeai;* tactics" and protest the distortion 
of his views. 
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on February 15, 1-958, stated that xaLLIAM SCHNEIDER- 
MAN, who was also criticized in the "Koiranunist" article, spoke 
before the National Committee of the CPUSA at its meeting, being 
held that day» He demanded that the National Committee protest 
the attack that was made on him in the article and he predicted 
that should the National Committee fail to 'do so, it would not 
help the Party, 

The informant stated that at the second session of the 
same National Committee meeting, held on February l6, 1958, ' 
MAGIL stated that the article in "Kommunist" was a frame-up and 
that he was not treated any v/orse in the article than the Party 
itself. He suggested that a letter be written to "Kommunist" 
and that that magazine be asked to publish a correction. Also, 
a copy of this letter should be sent to other Communist Parties. 
He advocated the use of moderate language in it^ but at the same 
time, correct the lies and distortions contained in the article. 
He said the CPUSA would lose its honor- and integrity if it did 
not answer Ihe article. 

The informant advised that later in thenBetlng a motion 
v;as made that the National Committee ask that corrections be 
made in SHEVLYAGIN's article. After several counter-motions and 
qualifying suggestions were defeated, the motion was passed. 

Soviet Press Raps "Soft" Communists 

The New York "Herald Tribune" on February 26, 1958, page 
8, carried an item entitled, "Soviet Press Raps »Soft« Communists," 
which stated that in an article appearing on February 25, 1958, 
in "Vopi-osy Istorii," a leading Soviet publication devoted to 
COinmunist theory, it was stated that the Soviet Communists were 
fighting JD&tional Commionism and vmdictatorial Communism as the 
main danger inside the world Communist movement. The Soviet 
article rebuked "soft" Comm\»iists for suggesting thsit democratic 
centralism be eliminated and for advocating an end to Moscow 
guidance of the Comraimists of the world. 
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EARL BROWDER, JOHN GATES, JOSEPH CLARIC and HOWARD PAST 
were reproved as prominent "soft" Communists, while WILLIAM Z, . 
FOSTER was p2?aised for insistinjg that the United States is not 
exempt from the dictates of Marxisra-Lenir3sm. 

According to the article, "soft" liners have insisted 
that what might have been appropriate for backward Czarist Russia 
does not apply to countries like the United States where workers 
have achieved so much under capitalism. In regard to Moscow as 
the guiding force of the world Communist movement, the Soviet 
publication said the Chinese Communists were indisputably right 
when they said recently that the Soviet Union is the head of the 
unity of the socialist camp x^ith a special role flowing from 
its superior revolutionary experience. 



CP of Argentina 

. T-3* on February l6, 1958, advised that at its meeting 
held that day, the National Committee, CPUSA, approved a motion 
that greetings be sent to the Communist Party of Argentina on 
the occasion of its 40th anniversary, 

CPc-of Australia 

T~25, on February 11, 1958, advised .that the Communist 
Party of Australia wrote to the CPUSA on January 29, 1958^ 
advising them that the l8th National Congress of the Australian 
CP would be held April 4, 5,u6.-'and 7, 1958, and invited a 
delegation from the CPUSA to be present. If this were not 
possible, it was requested that greetings be sent. 

CP of Japan 

"The Worker," of February 16, 1958, page 3^ column 5, 
carried an article entitled "CP Greets Congress of Japan Commu- 
nists," The article noted that a cablegram was sent by the 
CPUSA to the Japanese Party, greeting them on the occasion of 
their 7th National Congress. The cable noted that United States 
Communists were prevented from sending a delegation to Japan 
because of State Department policy, but it urged solidarity and 
friendship of the Japanese and American peoples and their 
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Communist sun^ working class organizations, 
CP of Uruguay 

T-25, on March 22, 1958, advised that the Communist 
Party of Uruguay wrote to th^ CPUSA on February 27 j 1958, advising 
that their magazine "Estudios," has regularly been sent to the 
CPUSA. Latter was requested to advise if it had been received, 

CP of the Netherlands 

T-26, on April 7* 1958, advised that the Communist Party 
of the Netherlands wrote the CPUSA on March 22, 1958, notifying 
them that material having to do with the Netherlands CP election 
campaign was being forwarded to the CPUSA, 

Correspondence Between JOHN 
WILLIAMSON and VJILLIAI4 Z, FOSTER 

T-14, on February 19, 1958, advised that JACK SHULMAN wrote 
a letter to JOHN WILLIAMSON dated February 19, 1958, in the 
name of WILLIAM Z, POSTER. In the letter, FOSTER advised that 
he was preparing an article to deal ^iriLth the question of the 
welfare state and he needed VffLLIAMSON's cooperation in some 
research on it. He noted there was very little material on 
this issue in this country and he requested that WILLIAMSON 
send him some of the "authentic stuff" which could be located 
in GJ^eat Britain. He also asked for any comments WILLIAMSON 
might care to make on the question. 

In the letter, FOSTER also advised VJILLIAMSON of the 
results of the latest National Committee meeting of the CPUSA 
and he noted that the events taking place at that meeting had 
swung the Party majority in the top committees to "our" side, 
POSTER said that generally, the Right tendency was considerably 
disrupted; however, he said it was still strong in some districts 
and must be liquidated. 

POSTER said that the only important point that the Right 
wing won on at the National Committee meeting was the issue 
around the article in "Koramunist" magazifle which characterized 
SCHNEIDERMAN and MAGIL as revisionists. The National Committee- 
passed a resolution sponsored by the Right wing to send a letter 
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to "Koinraunist" criticizing the writer for some inaccuracies as 
to fact and characterization. 

T-14, on March 10, 1958, advised that POSTER received a 
letter from JOHN WILLIMISON that date. WILLIAMSON said he was 
gathering together the material POSTER had requested and that it 
would be sent to him shortly. He said he was happy to receive 
POSTER'S estimates of the CPUSA situ$,tion and he said the results 
of the last National Committee meeting clearly are a step 
fonmrd, 

POSTER Receives Royalties Prom USSR 

T-14, on March 20, 1958, advised POSTER said that the 
Soviets had published two or three of his articles recently and 
for the first time in his life, had given him royalties for them. 
He said the royalties amounted to $200 or $300, 

VI. PROGRESS OP INTER^JATiOWAL CAMPAIGN TO HONOR 
PR, DU BOIS 

It has been previously reported that WILLIAM L. PATTERSON 
revealed a new international campaign of the CPUSA in November, 
1957i to have the USSR and the satellite states elect W. E. B. 
DU BOIS an honorary member of their highest scientific academies 
in order to embarrass the United States and afford the inter- 
national Communist movement added propaganda material. 

T-10, on December 17, 1957, advised that WILLIAM L. 
PATTERSON wrote to the cultural attaches of the Indonesian 
Republic and India with the request that Dr. DU BOIS be elected 
to their national science acad^smles. 

T-24, on January 23, 1958, advised that the CPUSA had 
received a radiogram from Peldng, China, signed by KOMO CHOU, 
President of the Science Academy and Chairman of the Chinese 
Peoples Committee for World Peace, and PAN WIN LAN, Director of 
the 3rd Institute of History of the Science Academy, in which 
they extended their sincere congratulations to Dr. DU BOIS on 
his 90th birthday. They said that his contribution to science 
and to international peace had long been earnestly admired by 
their academic personaOitles and broad masses who were concerned 
about world peace.

3^ column 1^ contains an article Entitled: "Communists Bid 
Congress Act On People's keeds"* The article stated the 
Communist Party had recently issued a legislative program 
for action by the 85th Congress* Copies of this program 
were sent to the Majority and Minority leaders of the 
Senate and House, The program was made public by EUGENE 
DENNIS, the Party »s Secretary of National Affairs. Text 
of this program was in part as follows: 

"Three major issues - peace, economic security 
and civil rights - confront the American people today. 

"How the Administration and the 85th Congrees 
meet these issues will largely affect solution of all other 
problems. How these issues are met will influence the 
nation's course for years to come. 

"1. Will dur government base its policies on the 
settled idea of peaceful co -existence and competition? 
Will it promptly enter into negotiations with the Soviet 
leaders and with the leaders of India and other countries 
vitally conqerned on measures for a lasting peace? Or will 
it answer the world-wide demands for negotiations by a 
desperate missile race and the reckless threat of push button 
atomic annihilation? 

"2. Will our government take prompt steps 
to halt the economic decline by measures for the security 
and welfare of the people? Or will its answer to the 
recession b^ increased arms spending a program which 
will further boost the cost of Xivin^ and woraen the economic 
recession? 
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"Will our government take decisive measures 
to enforce the Supreme Court decisions outlawing racial 
segregation and implementing the civil rights lav7s? 
Or will it continue to temporise with the Dixiecrats,^ 
postpone integration and thus encourage repetition of Little 
Rock?

"The vast majority of American people reject 
this program. They want negotiations between the East 
and West to ease the cold war, to make a beginning of 
disarmament^ and to remove the threat of a nuclear holocaust* 
They want an end to the evils of segregation and 
discrimination. They want enforcement of full equality 
for the Negro people. They want security against unemployment 
and old age, and measures to meet the nation ^s crying 
heed for housing, education and medical care. They want 
repeal of the Taft-Hartley law. They want legislation 
to prevent extinction of the family-size farm. All these 
demands are becoming more acute with the deepening of 
the farm crisis and the economic recession, 

"We Communists fully associate ourselves with 
the peoples' program. We recognize that today. Big Business 
holds the initiative in the new congress.

"The people must pressure the Congress to 
establish a new direction in legislation which will point 
the way to peace and a peace time economy./ Vigorous 
demands and concerted action by labor and other 
progressive Americans can guarg^ntee that much now.

"Above all else, the American people want peace 
and good will in a nuclear age.

"1. Immediate measures to promote economic 
security. We urge immediate, enactment of the following 
measures which in the main have been proposed by the 
labor movement and progreS&ive f armi organizations as 
minimum m.easures to halt the recession and promote 
economic security: 

"A, Federal system of unemployment insurance 
covering all workers with benefits equal to two-thirds 
of weekly earnings for on6 year. 

"B. A 30 hour week with no reduction in pay 
on all government work. 

"C. Increase the minimum wage to $1.50 per 
hour and extend its coverage. 

"D-i- Increase old age insurance benefits* 

"E. Raise individual income tax exemptions to 
$2,000 for a head of a family and $1,000 for each dependent. 

"F. Enact the income parity provisions of the 
Brannan Plan. 

"G. Repeal the Taft-Hartley Law and restore 
protect ioins to the rights of labor. 

"H. Establish a complete federal health 
insurance system with facilities and personnel providing 
free medical services. 

"I. Increase in sc]iool construction and increase 
in teachers' salaries and scholarships and financial aid for 
students, to be made available v/ithout discrimination. 
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"J. A low cost housing program, 

"K. End the give-away of our natural resources 
by adopting a regional program for federal development 
of federal resources, such as: river valleys, etcetera.

"III. Oivil Rights 

"The following are legislative proposals for 
immediate action by this congress to strengthen the power 
of the federal government and to enforce the constitutional 
rights of the Negro p.eop:l;.s, the Mexican- Americans, Puerto 
Ricans, American Indians, and other minorities: 

"1. Strengthen the Civil Rights Law. 

"2, A fair registration and voting practices act. 

"3. Legislation against lynching and racist violence. 

"4. A fair employment practices act. 

"5. Enact federal legislation declaring invalid 

any local ordinance or state law which discriminates or 
provides for discrimination in any fashion against the 
Negro people or other minorities. 

"6. End the thought-control legislation and 
decrees. Repeal the Smith Act and the Internal Security 
Act and abolish the McCarthyite Loyalty Program. Amnesty 
for all political prisoners in the USA and Puerto Rico. 
Also repeal the V/alt^r-McCarran Act. 
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"This immediate program of action will ease 
tensions in every householdi between peoples in our land 
and in the world today. To achieve such a program will 
require constantly renewed activity by ever larger sections 
of our population. 

"To attain this, a heavy responsibility rests 
with labor and its united action and leadership among 
the people. We urge all labor unions, as well as the 
organizations of the farmers, the Negro people and other 
sections of the population to help make this program 
a reality. 

''Towards this end, the Communist Party of the 
USA-vitally concerned with the immediate interests as well 
as the socialist aspirations of America's working people - 
pledges its full support and will cooperate with all other, 
labor and democratic forces." 

T-4 stated on January 23, 1958, that ROBERT 
THOMPSON on January l8, 1958, in a speech before 300 persons 
at Curtis Hall, Chicago, Illinois, enumerated the aims 
of "The Worker" which would coincide with the next session 
of the 85th Congress. THOMPSON listed the following 
aims: 

1. Peaceful co-existence, 

2. More government spending for public 

welfare . 

3. Civil rights.

On January 24, 1958, T-9 made available 
a gummed sticker containing the stamped slogan, 
"Ban H-Bomb Tests". The informant stated that a 
CP member had advised that a roll of brown gummed paper 
tape is being used in this campaign and that by merely 
stamping the slogan on the paper and cutting the tape, 
in small sqaures, it is possible to get a large number 
of stickers from each roll. 



The inform?int advised that the purpose of the 



campaign is to flood New York City with slogans in an 
effort to create a campaign against future H-Bomb 
tests. 



AMNESTY CAMPAIGN AND CIVIL RIGHTS ISSUES 
T-6 reported on March 31, 1958, that a 



board meeting of the New York State CP was held on 
that date at CP Headquarters in New York City. ■ 
The informant reported that BENJAMIN DAVIS, JR., 
stated that the United States Supreme Court had up] 
the contempt sentence against HENRY WINSTON and 
GIL GREEN, and that as a result of this decision, 
ROBERT THOMPSOl^ would be returned to prison to 
complete his contempt of court sentence. 
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T-6 reported that DAVIS stated this decision 
nov7 makes it possible to secure signatures in the amnesty 
campaign from people who had, refused to do anything 
while the matter was still in the courts. 

DAVIS asserted that "this" should be used 
for rallying the CP, taking a new look at the amnesty 
campaign and making the question of civil liberties 
a central question in the Party << 

On January 27, 1958, T-17 made available 
a letter on letterhead of the CP^USA, ©lis letter 
is dated January 23, 1958^ is addressed: "To All ■Dist2?iets" 
and is signed by ARNOLD JOHNSON. 

In this letter, JOHNSON writes that while 
WILLIAM l/ PATTERSON is fulfilling a new task in the 
management and circulation of "The Worker",, he, JOHNSON, 
has been given the responsibility in regai^d to the 
amnesty campaign and the Civil Liberties Commission.

On January 10, 1958, T-^IO, mad^ available 
an eight page typewritten copy of a document entitled 
"Olie New Civil Rights Legislation", by WILLIAM L. PATTERSON, 
dated January 3, 1958. 

The informant related that this was the draft 
of a document that PATTERSON I'ntend'ed to circulate 
as widely as possible., both in the United States and 
abroad,. 
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On January 22, 1958, T-l? made available a 
letter on the letterhead of WILLIiVM PATTERSON, "Civil 
Rights Counsellory 23 Vest 26th Street, New York City. The 
letter is signed "Fraternally yours, William L. Patterson" > 
is dated January 3, 19^8^ and is addressed, "To District 
Organizers" , 

The letter reads in substance that in light of the 
failure to secure executive clemency for HEHRY WINSTON and 
GILBERP GREEN, a motion introduced by attorney HARRY SACHER, 
requesting the U.S. Supreme Court to review the evidence in 
their case, takes on added importance. 

The above letter reads in part: "...We are sending 
copies of this brief with covering letters to a selected 
group of constitutional lawyers, lays schools and law 
journals. It is important that any individual of influence 
in your community who might recognize the injustice done 
and speak out, through letters, editorials, or otherwise, 
should have a copy of this material." 

On February 1, 19^8, T-l? made available a copy 
of a letter on the letterhead of the CP, USA, dated January 
30, 1958, and addressed, "To All Districts". 

The above letter is signed by ARNOLD JOHNSON of 
the CP,USA Civil Liberties Coraraission* The letter pertains 
to recent court decisions in Ohio and California. 

JOHNSON writes that action by the CP is urgent 
and that "the inamediate task is to get every 
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possible protest to Attorney General WILLIAM P. ROGERS, 
Department of Justice, Washington, D.C". 

On March 10, 1958, ffi-17, made available 
a letter from the national office of the CP, USA, 
This letter which is dated March 5, 1958, is addressed 
"To All Districts", and 1 is signed by ARNOLD 
JOHNSON. 

This letter reads in part: 

"With the recent conviction and sentencing 
in the Taft-Hartley Cleveland cases, and with the second 
trial of J(a'nius Scales resulting in a conviction aM 
a six year sentence, vie want to make a fresh survey 
of political repression and the status of civil 
liberties asjd civil rights. Will you please help 
on this by sending me a brief summary of cases, events 
and developments in this field in your area. 

"We want all the facts including 

continuing cases as well as more recent developments,..." 

".... report should also include information 

on Taft-Hartley cases in your area, and contempt 

cases and the damage done by the Un-American Committees 

and similar bodies". 

In this letter, JOHNSOK also asks for 
information regarding attacks on the foreign-bom and 
also infoj25jt}ation on ' denaturali25ation and deportation 
cases. 

On March 19, 1958, T-11 furnished copies 
of a letter dated March 14, 1958, addressed "To All 
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Districts" from ARNOLD- JOHNSON. 

This letter points out that the Emergency 
Civil Liberties Committee (EGLC) has been conducting 
a campaign against the Un-American Activities Committee 
and Congressman FRANCIS VIALTER* It points out 
that the ECLC wants to be advised as soon as any- 
community "is being made the target of attack by the 
Un-American Committee ♦ . . ."^ and suggests that "we 
cooperate to the extent of immediately informing 
them of any developments"* 

CP Activity Regarding 
Economic Recession 



T-17 advised in February, 1958, that a 
meeting of the National Committee (NC) of the CP, 
USA, was held in New York City on February 15 and 
16, 1958* 

The informant reported that HY LUMER gave 
an extensive report on the present economic situation 
in the United States. According to the informant, 
LUMER stated that the United States is in a severe 
recession and recommended that the program of the 
CP in regard to the recession should be : 

1. Ask for higher wages, better working 
conditions, and support of the economic demands of the 
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2» Fight against the speed-up in industry 
as the speed-ups cut down on employment ♦ 

3» BeBiSnd a shorter work week x^ith the 

same pay. 

4. Demand certain legi.^ilation to raise 
pensions and unemployment insurance. 

5. Pight against discrimination in employment^ 
particularly against the Negroes. 

6. Ask for tax exemptions outlined in the 
Party's Legislative Program. 

> 

In this regard J informant reported that 
LUMER stated that the Party should ask for higher 
taxes on corporations, and should fight against the 
taxes on a State level. 
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He stated that the- States should pass income 
tax laws instead of taxing workers through sales 
taxes. 



In regard to Increased social benefits^ 
the infoimant stated that LUMER asserted that the 
CP should demand increases in all sorts of relief 
grants and that the CP should insist on special 
sessions of the legislatttre to see that this is 
carried out. 

T-17 advised that LUMER^s report v/as 
discussed in detail hy many of the CP leaders in 
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attendance at this meeting and that it was put to 
a vote and adopted unanimously, 

T-17 advised further that EUGEl^ DENMIS 
spoke at the above meeting and stated in substance 
that a national emergency exists in the United 
States because of the economic depression • 

DENNIS stated the CP can play an 
important role by giving leadership to the poor 
and all those who are "suffering as a result of the 
depression. 

The informant related that DENNIS emphasized 
that the CP could succeed in this regard if; they 
united and worked as a team* 

The February 23, 1958 issue of "The 
Worker" contains an article on Page I6 , Column 1, 
captioned "Ue-.So COMMUNISTS MEET: NATIONAL BODY MAPS 
FIGHT ON ECONOMIC SLUMP" . 

This article relates that the CP National 
Committee unanimously adoptecj a comprehensive program 
to meet the effects of the current recession 
at a meeting of that committee recently. This, 
article reads in part: 

"Ihe program was voted after adoption 
' of an economic analysis submitted HS' Lumer^, 
party educational director* 

"After citing drops in production^ Lumer 
warned that 'the economy stands on- the threshold 
of a major depression* ' " 
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"Characterizing the Eisenhower program as 
that of big business^ Lumer declared that so-called 
* economic stabilizers* like unemployment compensation 
and s-upplementar^r unemplojnnent benefits could only 
cushion the shock briefly 'but do not prevent a 
decline* • 

"While welcoming organized labor's positive 
program. Lumer emphasized that militar^r expenditures 
cannot provide a solution. Even from the narrow point of 
vievr of providing jobSj, he said, production of missiles 
requires only relatively small groups of skilled workers. 

"After analjJ^zing various fecial factors in the 
economy, Lumer concluded: 

""Hie fundamental Marxist theory of economic 
crisis under capitalism--of vast productive capacity 
and undercon sump t inn— remains fviliy in force.*"

T-l^has advised on January 2, 1958, that FRED MORRIS 
PIHE stated that it was his intention to resign as Labor 
Se.cretary of the CP, "OSAc T- 18 stated that Fim said that 
WILLIAI4 ALBERTS ON, SAM KUSHER, GEORGE MORRIS, and ANTHOWT 
KRCHMAREIC, who were on the Trade Union Commission, are 
all to the "left" of his viewpoint and that it is his 
feelxng that he can no longer be effective in this field. 

T- 16 has advised on January 21, 1958, that FRED 
FI13E spoke at a northern California Trade Union Conference 
concerning labor policy for the CP, USA.

T-19, on February 10, 19^8, stated that the OP ^

JSational X^tbor resolution and were for writing one using 
the Indiana statement as a base* 

It is noted that the informant advised that the 
Indiana statement was written in large part by EI1A.JTCJEL 
BLUM, Chairman of the CP in Indiana, who represents an 
"ultra-left" faction in the Party. The informant further 
advised that the Rational labor resolution referred to Is* 
that statement prepared and aent out by the National 
Committee of the CP, USA. 

On February 12, 1958, T-6 advised that WILLIAM 
WEIKSTOES indicated that he had studied the National 
Committee trade "Union resolution, and asserted that the 
resolution is not a program for the Party. l^IESTONE 
said that there is no prograxii for action contained in the 
resolution. 

On February 13, 19^8 i T-17 advised ths^t GSORGE 
MORRIS condemned the trade union policy statement prepared 
by BLUM and issued by the Indiana District of the CP, stating 
it was used as a factional docujraent.

angry with the CP because of its former policies • On 
the other hand, the leaders he spoke to stated that they 
believed that the CP can still play a role in the United 
States with the growing economic recession.

advised on February 16, 1958, fcfciat; during 
the course of t lie national Coiiimittee raeeting held February 
15 and 16, 1958, JOHN HELI^LfiIT^i& oommentins regarding the 
G2^iS labor policies, spoke about the need for farmer- lab or 
unity.. KRIfLMAii indicated he believed the Party should do 
something which will bring the farmer closer to the labor 
movement ♦ Spedfically, he stated the Party should in- 
corporate the demand for unemployment compensation for the 
farmer in its program.

BROWlT 
indicated that in every region the Party had declined in the 
waterfrat areas^ However, he indicated that he personally 
felt that he was effective in waterfront work.

Importance of Negro Question and Fight 
For Civil Rights Stressed at CP National 
Committee Meeting o Sale of PAUL 
ROBESON'S Book Promoted^ 

On February 25,* 1958^ T«*5 advised that^ according 
to a CP functionary^ who reported the discussions at the CP 
National Executive Committee and National Coimnittee meetings 
of the previous weekend^ the Negro question was becoming 
of greater importance in the organisation. According to the 
informs^t^ BEIKfMIN J, DAVIS^ Jr,^ JiUVIES E^ JACKSQN and 
WILLIAM Lc PATTERSON aggressively pushed the question of 
Negro member siiip in the CP, and repeatedly pointed out at 
the National Committee meeting that while the Party was 
calling for Negro and white unity the Negro membership 
in the CP continued to decline, 

T-3 advised in February, 1958';i that afe' the 
aforementioned CP National Committee meeting, BENJAMIN J, 
DAVIS, Jr«, stated that while the Party should raise the 
economic demands of the Negro, it should also fight for 
more civil right He said the Party should oppose the 
idea of a coollng-off period for civil 3?ights,, and the 
idea that there is no need for more civil rights legislation. 

DAVIS noted that the Negro question is a special 
question for the Party in the United States, and pointed 
out that it has international significance. 

According to the inf omant, DAVJS mentioned 
PAUL ROBESON'S book "Here I Stand," v/hich was on display 
at the meeting, and indicated that its sale should be 
promoted. 
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LIGHOIPOOT Considers PAUL ROBESON'S 
Book As Ideologiqal Basis For 
Possible New. Negro Movement. 

T-18 reported oh Febi»uary 28, 1958, that CLAUDE 
LIGH'EB'OOT plans to concentrate on obtaining a wide 
distribution of PAUL ROBESON'S new book "Here I Stand," 
because he believes it will lay the ideological foundation 
for a new movement. 

According to the informant, LIGHIFOOT ' is in favor 
of exploring the building up of an anti-imperialist Negro 
movement similar to the old (National) Negro Congress in 
certain respects. He said that his ideologist for this 
movement is PAUL ROBESON, who, in his book, lays down 
certain concepts which are flexible, as to what the Negroes 
in the West ought to be doing. He pointed out that ROBESON 
talks of organizing a "power lever" of the Negro people, 
and that l4 million people could get freedom if they wanted 
it. . 

According to the informant, LIGHTFOOT remarked 
that the Negro can do a lot and that he would like to look 
at the, movement on as broad a basis as possible and include 
all kinds of elements. He said these peopa,e are crying fpr 
organization and the Party shpiild furnish it. 

DAVIS Considers Training of Negroes 
For Leadership a General Party Problem 

T-37 reported on January 16, 1958, that BENJAMIN" 
J, DAVIS, Jr., in a disQussion of the Negro question with 
another CP functionary in January, 1958^ stated that the 
CP once had a practice of elevating Negroes in the Party, 
DAVIS remarked that this fight had been woh and that now 
"we" must not go to the other extreme and demand that 
Negroes in the Party should be better than the whites. 
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^ According to the informant^ DAVIS felt that when 
Negroes in 1;he Party are found who need training in furthering 
their skill in tactics, they should be chosen and helped 
even though they are helow the standards of leaders • DAVIS, 
the infomant disclosed, considers this more and more a 
general Party problem, 

DURHAM Sees Many Shortcomings in 

Party ^s Role in Negro Mass Organizations 

T-36 advised on January 13^ 1958, that EARL 
DURHAI4 had remarked, during a meeting of the CP of Illinois 
State Committee on January 11, 1958, that there are many 
shortcomings in the Party's role in Negro mass organizations 
which are already in the fight for full citizenship for the 
Negro people e 

According to the inf omant, DURHAM indicated that 
in the recent past the Party has not fostered any approach 
that could be accepted by both the Negroes and the whites* 

CP Promotes Negro History Week 

On January 28, 1958, according to WII/LIAM 
WEINSTONE stated that circulars g^re being sent out calling 
on comrades to promote Negro History Week in their own 
clubs and in all organizartions in which they have any 
contact. He indicated that the Negro History Week edition 
of "The Worker^' would be published on Februai*y 9, 1958,. 

The National Committee of the Communist Party, in 
commemoration of Negro History Week, issued a statement signed 
by JAMES JACKSON as the committee ^s secretary on Southern 
Affairs, which appeared in the February 9^ 1958 issue of 
"The Worker," page 3^ column 1* 

In this, statement the CP pledged "renewed 
dedication" to the Negro people *s struggle for equality, 
and cited this struggle as the first cause of all Americans 
concerned with the social advancement of our nation* 
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PETTIS PERRY Discusses The Piarty 
And The Negro People 

In an article entitled^ "The Party and the Negro 
People^ which appeared in the February 1958 issue of 
"Political Affairs," PETTIS PERRY cites the resolution 
adopted by the CP at its 3,6th National Convention, which 
stated the primary weakness of the Party in its work in 
the Negro freedom struggle *has been a relative isolation 
from that st3?uggle, 

PERRY raises the question of how many districts 
are giving attention to the mass struggles of the Negro 
people, and wants to know, in this connection, how the 
Party is tackling the questions of housing, police brutallt?y, 
and discrimination in emplojrment, concerning which he notices 
little agitation by the Party against exclusion of Negroes 
in the printing trades and the problems of Negro v/omen in 
the fight for jobs, 

PERRY aclmits progress has beep made,, but declares 
this has come as the result of prolonged mass struggle in 
the course of centuries, and that now so much remains to be 
done that the Negro masses are becoming impatient, 

PERRY states the Party has an important role to 
play in resolving these questions. He admits the Party 
has made serious errors but contends the Party record in the 
area of Negro struggle is unmatched and that there is respect 
and admiration among the Negro people for the CP, 

PERRY then criticizes both the Lef t-^sectarlan 
and the Rights-opportunist approaches to mass piovements 
organizations. The Left-^sectarian, he states, fails to 
recognize that notable advances have been made and that 
certain organizations and leaders have made significant 
contributions. The Right-opportunist, he states, assumes 
the Party may rely on existing organizations to reach 
levels they do not even aim^ at^. 
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PERRY asserts the loss of Negro membership in the 
•past few years was neither due. to the revelations about 
STALIN or Hungary, nor to the Party approach to the USSR, 
nor to the unanswered theoretical questions at the Convention, 
The basic considerations which explain the loss of Negro 
membership, according to PERRY^ are the questions mentioned 
above, for example, housing, employment and policfe brutality. 

In conclusion, PERRY views the role of the Party 
to be a sustained struggle for Negro rights carried on in 
its own name and working in unison with all other democratic 
and anti«racist organizations and individuals. He also 
calls for the development of intensive operative leadership 
in the field of Negro work, and of Negro-white unity,

"Its primary emphasis seems to be on members of

"As you know, for the past few months, some of us 
have been meeting with some of the forces in the organized 
Socialist youth movement. We found that our differences 
are so great on certain fundamental questions that the 
discussions have been, in my opinion, a xmste of effort. 
We differ on such fundamentals- as: (l) The Soviet Union. 
They consider it a country ruled by despots ^nd bureaucrats * 
that have betrayed socialism^ (2) The Socialist Countries 

They believe they are satellites of the ITSSRj (3) A host 

of sectarian approaches to the problems in America^ gand 
particularly the question of youth unity, and (4) Their ^ 
attitude toward the American Communist Party is one of 
vehemence and hostility. 
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"As fax* as we are able to detemine, this line is 
reflected to one degree or another in many of the groups that 
now exist on campus. However^ it is my opinion that this does 
not preclude in all cases that we should boycott such 
organizations or conferences, since in many instances, I 
have found young people that are not committed to these 
attitudes present in these outfits seeking something more 
substantial* ^ 

"Again;, however^ I urge that local party 
organizations examine these groupings themselves and make 
such decisions as are commensurate with the situation. 

"On the^ coming conference in Chicago, I do not 
urge any party youth mobilization » The yoimg cadre in

"But HAZLITT never ran. Whatever happened in 
Prance, he knew that peasants v;ere starving and dispossessed 
in England. Thousands iJf small children were slaving 
fourteen hours a day in the horrible new 'satanic^ mills 
of the industrial age. The rich were getting richer and more 
violent. He kept on defending the people, and justice, and 
the rights of man. 

The article concluded by stating that "HAZLITT 
wasn't only a political fighter; his thoughts ranged 
through all the varieties of passionate life. He was one 
of the gi^eat Shakespeare scholars, he wrote on prize fighting > 
the poets, the street cries, the gardens, the daily life of 
man. He wrote in a clean athletic style, he was truly a 
champion."

The National Administrative Committee 
was quoted as announcing that "GATES has iDeen politically 
disoriented and has been challenging the b^slc principles 
of scientific socialism; Marxism."

"The Worker" on 2/16/58, announced that its fund 
campaign was over and that $86,169 had been raised of the 
goal of $100,000, and that t^e subscription campaign was 
being started with a goal of 7,500 new subscribers by 4/1/58, 
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T-?: on 3/5/5^ advised that it was agreed at CP 
headquarters that all internal forces be put around "The 
Worker" campaign so that at the next National Committee 
meeting the "left" could safely say it successfully 
completed the drive for "The Worker, 

"The Worker" on 3/23/58, subsequently announced 
that a "Build the Worker May Day Conference" would be 
held 4/2/58, at Adelphi Hall, NYC, as a prelude to the 
May Day celebration to be held at Carnegie Hall, on 5/1/58. 
The records of Carnegie Hall, NYC, reflect that the hall 
had been leased for 5/1/58, by CHARIES HSNDLEY, as 
Secretary-Treasurer of Publishers New Press,. Inc., 
publisher of "The Worker 

T-13 on 3/3/58, advised that at a CP meeting 
in Boston, WII-LIAM L„ PATTERSON declared that "The Worker" 
was looking for new quarters with a view to the possibility 
of lowering the rent. It previously had been noted by 
T-12 on 1/27/58, that the P & D Printing Company located 
in the same building as "The Worker" at 35 E, l-2th Street, 
NYC, no longer did any work for the paper, and that

T-36 advised that in explanation of this situation, 
CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT commented that it vrould not be good for the 
Party to urge the rank and file members to attend the 
Socialist foiTums because he felt they would be confused 
He explained this statement by saying he meant that because 
some of the people who appear to debate at these forums 
are considered anti-Commuhist, it would be confusing for 
some Party members who were not fully aware of the situation 
to hear that certain Party members were organi2iag..^and 
foming a Socialist forum which presented these anti*-Communist 
speakers. 

According to the informant, LIGHTFOOT repeated 
that no Party member should be urged to join the Socialist 
forums because the Pg.rty only aids these forums and does 
not control them. 
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Prayer Pilgrimage and Campaign 
Against Nuclear Weapons Cited By 
LIGHTFOOT as Significant 
Accomplishments l3y CP 

On January 20j 1958, according to T-lS, CLAUDE 
LIGHOIPOOT, in discussing the CP program for mass activities, 
said that the Prayer Pilgrimage to Washington in 'May, 1957, 
and the campaign against nuclear weapons were the only 
significant accomplishments- of the Party, and that these 
issues were handled by the National Committee because of the 
mass pressure and because the Party plainly saw its role. 

WILLIAI4 WEINSTONE Notes CP 
Activity in Movement "For 
A Sane Nuclear Policy." 

On March 10, 1958, T~l4 advised that on this date 
WILLIAM WEINSTONE discussed the present situation of the 
CP, USA, and stated the Party should have a very definite 
policy of attempting to create a left and progressive 
grouping inside unions,.

According to an article appearing in the May 13 > 
1957^ issue of the "Daily Worker," page 1, column 2, 
A.J. MUSTEj well known pacifist, • announced the formation 
of the AFPSE. According to this article, the American 
Forum seeks to promote "study and serious untrammeled 
political discus^sions among all elements that think of 
themselves as i^elated to historic socialist and labor 
traditions, values and objectives . « . however deep and 
bitter their differences may have been." 

This article reflects that a forty-member national 
committee had been established and, according to MUSTE^ " 
these persons serve as individuals and not as delegated 
representatives of any group. 

MUSTE, according ta this article, stated that 
the American Forum is' not a membership organization and 
does not propose to prom'ote united action by various 
parties or groups, mergers or new organizations. 

The article reflects that among other purposes the 
AFPSE seeks to call attention to the various publication^ 
of the groups whose people engage in discussion; to 
publish bulletins or pamphlets; to organise regional and 
national conferences; contribute to the building of new 
morale and ethic, a spirit of fair play, labor militancy, 
determination and hope among the progressive and radical 
forces in this country. 
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BRONX CIVIL LIBERTIES COMMITTEE-

The following is a report of highlights and 
most important statements made at a meeting of CP members, 
USA, held in NITC on 2/26/58, as reported by NY 2179-S.** 

The informant advised that the above meeting 
was held in the third floor board room of OP Headquarters, 
23 West 26th Street, NYC, on the above date. 

The informant stated that to the best of his 
knowledge the following individuals were present at this 
meeting:

JACK STACHEL at the beginning of the meeting 
commented that Marxism is not complete without the idea 
of participation. He contiam^d that in order i?o have 
the really Marxist concept it is necessary to have the 
feeling of collectivity. 

JAMES JACKSON mentioned the DuBOIS (PH) Sesqui 
Centennial dinner to be held at the Hotel Roosevelt and 
remarked that DuBOIS (PH), more than anyone else, pointed 
the way of the American Negro, 

At this point, BEN DAVIS proposed that an 
infoimal delegation attend the DiiBOIS dinner, mentioning 
BILL; WILL; CHARLIE; SI and CHARLES LOMAN.

According to the informant > BOB THOMPSON 
furnished the follovjing agenda: 

1, To start off on the basis of preparing

4. The Taft-^Hartley report. 

With reference to the above proposed agenda^ 
JACK STACHEIi mentioned that the National Executive 
Committee should have some discussion on the foreign 
policy statement. 

STACHEL^ apparently referring to the proposed 
move of "The Worker" to Chicago stated that there was no 
position against moving nor v/as there any strong feeling 
for it except that the object- of moving was to save money* 

He stated that GEORGE MORRIS had raised a 
tremendous question in furnishing the figure of 
$2^000 as the cost of moving. STACKEL continued that 
it wouia be possible to set up a print shop in order 
to publish "Party Affairs", Foreign Lai^guage (publications), 
and other things' as well as "The Worker" with the amount 
of money it vrould cost to move. He suggested that they 
could do their own lino typing and further suggested 
that the question be allowed to ride for a month or so. 

He recommended that a committee be set up 
immediately to look into the matter and see what could 
be accomplished.

STACKEL coimnented that ¥OFSY (ISADORE) Imew all 
about it and that the purpose was to set up something 
cheaper. He explained that if "they" can do it for 
$40,000 we should he ahle to do it for less. 

At this point THOMPSON suggested the foi«mation 
of an overall business committee with reference to the 
problems of the "Daily Worker" and other language problems 
as they related to each- other.

He discussed a recent court case which the 
informant believed to be that of EDWARD JOSEPH CHAKA, 
ETAL, LMRA - CONSPIRACY, at Cleveland, Ohio* 

This case has a lot of new features and it would 
be wrong to look at it as an extension of the Smith Act 
legislation. It involves an approach which offers certain advan- 
tages to the prosecution and it can become a substitute 
for the Smith Act prosecutions. 

On the face of it, it does not involve any 
questions of liberties and because of that factor there 
have been many people whom we have been unable to convince 
without great difficulty as far as civil liberties are 
involved. 

For example, recently I spoke with the head 
of the Ohio Civil Liberties Union, \-jho was one of the 
attorneys in. the Smith Act cases, on the question of 
the need of civil liberties. He advised me that he, 
himself, did not see any immediate issue of civil 
liberties in this case and had so stated %yi a r^ort 
to the organization. 
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d?he Government has a case here in which the 
political character is not apparent on the surface 
and because of which they hope to land a great deal 
of support. 

Secondly^ the case of conspiracy, violation 
of the false statement section. It's not even technically 
perjury and the reason for this technical difference is 
very important because if perj'ury was involved they 
would not get away by handling it as a conspiracy case. 

The prosecution made much of this aspect of 
the case to the jury to the extent that it was not 
illegal to be a Communist and that the Communist Party 
was not under any charge on the question of ideology, 
pointing out that the only question involved wa§ Was 
tl^er^ a, conspiracy to violate this statute?" 

The jury, as far as federal juries go, was 
good one. It took 8f hours for them to come out 
with the guilty verdict. Undoubtedly there will be 
other cases and other indictments. It would be icrong 
for us to underestimate the danger of this type of 
case. At the same time this type of prosecution has 
some very serious weaknesses „ It is based on, a further 
stretching of the conspiracy lax'j-s,. So I think that 
we have to bear in mind here, that we have the type 
of case which contains within it some very dangerous 
features oxi the part <?f the Department of Justice 
and at the same time certain potentialities in 
fighting back. 

The Judge appeared to be very uncomfortable (?) 
over the handling of this case. 
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For one thing, he specified that a certain amount 
of time be allotted to the attorney in the arguing of 
the motions of the trial. Then, on the day of senteneing> 
he spoke for an hour and a half in denying the motions 
and further in the sentencing he -stated that this case 
is not as fastidious as the Smith Act, 

The Judge then proceeded to take it out on us 
by placing a type of bond ($5^000) which guarantees the 
paying of the fine and any possible court costs. 

Our attorneys advijsed us that this had been done 
in that court in a nmber of past cases and further that it 
had never been challenged o 

I think that we should study the question of 
how to challenge it. At the time we decided not to 
challenge it since the attorneys were of the opinion 
that we could challenge it at a later date.. 

The informant advised that following the 
above comments the meeting adjourned for lunch. 

On reconvening^ JAMES JACKSON made the comment 
that in his opinion the trade union movement became 
much more vital to have from a legislative point of 
view. 

At this point, JACK STACHSL stated that the 
Government was going to do whatever it could in order 
to step up its c^paign and commented that the Party 
was, burning itself put. 

He continued by stating that by legal defense 
they were losing their advantage to attack. He stated 
that he did not believe that they should rush in and 
set up new left organissations. 
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He commented that persecutions must be a struggle 
with a political character, stating that if we have or 
haven't a party defense committee , we should d3?g,w -in non^ 
Party people. He remarked that the committees that do 
exist had regional legal conferences. 

He stated that while civil liberties might 
be of help as an auxiliary there was a need for honest- 
to-goodness "left" people, 

BOB THOMPSON, in referring to the speech made 
by the Individual believed to be ARNOID JOHNSON, 
commented that it v/as very important that close attention 
be given to the case in view of the defendants. 

He described the Taft-Hartley Act as repressive 
legislation and remarked that on the question proposed by 
JACK STAOHEL he was in agreement that they were not 
prepared to have a full-fledged (defense coimnittee? )« 

He continued by remarking that the question 
of the bail was a very significant and precedent setting 
situation, adding that if the same thing happened in 
other districts it could be very devastating among 
labor cases. 

JACK STACHEL mentioned that one of the avenues 
that hadnlt been utilized for a long time was the Society 
for the Protection of the Foreign Born. He suggested 
that BOB THOMPSON and HY LUIffiR have a meeting within the 
National Board in order to organize it and later on to 
have it in Chicago. 

JACK STACHEL continued his evaluation of the 
internal situation subsequent to the decisions of the 
last National Committee meeting by stating that if the 
meeting was-, merely summarized and reported nothing would 
be gained. 
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He remarked that they had not yet fully 
evaluated the National Committee meeting and commented 
that they now had the report on the New York (State) 
meeting . 

STACHEL referred to the articles in the New 
York papers and especially the SCHWARTZ articles in 
the "New York Times", which evaluated the last National 
Committee meeting and stated that from these a number 
of things are obvious, such as: (l) they could not carry 
on their fight by merely laying down a basis for the 
mobilization of the Party; and {2) they must determine 
the context of the line of the convention without going 
into a sharpening up of the attack with those comrades 
who represented liquidation. 

He stated that they must move ahead around 
the peace and civil rights movements and utilize 
those meetings in order to mobilize "The Worker". 

Remarks of BOB THOMPSON 

We have a situation in the Party where this 
National Committee (meeting) can not be interpreted 
in one way. This problem is a national one and the 
fact is that this National Committee meeting is being 
interpreted all over the lot. I Icnow that at two or 
three meetings at which I've spoken, I have given 
interpretations of it and I am sure that every other 
comrade here is confronted with the same problem. 

If we don't come forth from the National 
Executive Board with a Party interpretation, which 
will become the basis for the Party's understanding 
of what has trangjired and also an (interpretation) 
of the meaning of this National Committee, we can 
. not only lose the positive value from the National 
Committee meeting but' we can also add a great deal 
to the negative side. 
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Now^ essentially there are twovQ?ong interpre- 
tations being promulgated concerning this National 
Committee meeting. One of them is being spread by the 
comrades associated with the stand taken by SID (STEIN) 
and FRED (PINE) and it is to the effect that the Party 
is now in the hands of blind adherents to Soviet policy 
as a result of what happened at the National Committee' 
meeting ♦ 

Further, that these blind adherents are 
biologically, as well as politically, dogmatists and 
sectarians. This is one interpretation and it is 
being spread very afapidly* 

The second impression vAich is being spread 
by the ultra-left and by comrades influenced by the 
ultra-left, is that what happened at the National 
Committee meeting was good insofar as it went inasmuch 
as it took the Party out of the hands of the revisionists 
and placed it in the hands of (centrists); that this is 
a good beginning and that now we can much more easily 
take care of the (centrists) and put it in the hands of 
the left. 

This interpretation of the meeting is also 
being spread very actively • I don^t think that we 
can wait very long before coming forward with a Party 
estimate and an evaluation of this National Committee 
meeting by which these wrong interpretations can be 
measured. Judged and combat ted l^e cause the longer we 
w^lt, the more the. confusion is going, to develop and 
spread. 

Also, this interpretation of the ultraf-left 
is going to do us great damage in a number of districts 
if we do not combat it very quickly* 
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The original purpose of this point on the 
agenda 'was to finalize the Party ^s interpretation* 
I don't think there is any danger of us coming out 
too soon; the real danger would be in coming out 
too lateo 

I think we must pull ourselves together 
and have the "thing" ready by Friday so that it 
can get into the next issue of the Sunday "Worker". 
I think that no matter what other proposals come 
up there are no substitutes for this. 

I think that the idea of a mass meeting in 
NY is a fine idea but our problem is not NY^ it is 
national. The mass meeting in New York vjill serve 
its purpose in giving a big lift to the Party, 

Remarks of ELIZABETH GUR L EY FLYNN 

She referred to a meeting she had attended 
on the previous evening and stated that the Secretary 
of the State Committee at the meeting had not read 
the resulntions adopted by the National Committee. 

,She commented that only two people present 
had read the resolutions and^ therefore^ that it was 
necessary for her to read the resolutions in full 
before she could even begin to discuss the meeting. 

She commented^ I wonder. -how many people 
will come to the State Committee meeting who have not 
read the resolutions^ and if that^s true here how much 
more true it is all over the country o 

Speaking of this^ when the comrades heard 
the resdutlon they were very xvell impressed vdth it 
and endorsed it, but if I had not readtiie resolution 
to them I don^t see how I could h^ve even discussed 
the National Committee meeting. with them. 
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What we need is- a statement to the members 
as to what happened at the National Committee and why 
and what were the results » Then^ the membership would 
be in a position to discuss it,. It seems to me that 
even the March 8th issue of "Political Affairs" is too 
late. 

The second question is the SCMARTZ item 
(in the "New York Times") that the people who were 
not in agreement with the resolution had been eliminated 
from the leadership. I challenged that statement 
saying that they were not eliminated but that they were 
nominated and had declined and that the reason we left 
vacancies on this committee was in the hope that some 
of our good comrades would accept at the next meeting 
of the National Committee. 

So^ it seems to me^comrades^ that the n\;imber 
1 job that we have to do is to convey to our Party 
what did happen at the National Committee meeting thereby 
laying the basis for the second step wlich would be the 
appeal to the membership • 

Remarks of BEN DAVIS 

The interpretation of the National Committee 
meeting is a very practical question and the second 
point on the agenda is the Party situation. 

V/e are trying to dope out our agenda on the 
Party situation 3n New York in a two-fold manner: 

1. An interpreta^tion of the National 
Committee meeting. 
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2, A concrete wethod of dealing with a 
program of action for the Party which 
will cover the Party, say, from now 
to l^fey Day or about that time. 

We had planned to have a big mass rally on 
3/6/58, It won't be possible nov; but we plan to 
consider the possibilities of such a rally at a later 
time in March. 

With reference to the appeal question, the 
appeal should have three facets: 

1. Explain what took place, especially 
highlighting the fruitful discussion had around the 
ecnnomic situation, 

2. The interpretation which the National 
Executive Committee puts upon the significance of 
the National Committee meeting, 

3. A real attempt to appeal to our party 
even to the point of exciting the comrades and clubs 
to begin to take the fight into their own hands. 

He spoke at length on the last BROWDER 
situation and the WINTERS- CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT resolution 
and the problems inherent in defining these situations 
as they had arisen Inthe past. He offered the opinion 
that at that time it was necessary to sharpen the 
Party's sensitivities and at the same time test new 
relationships , 

He stated that there was an old American 
"adage" to the effect that we do not want to be 
governed by men but by law. 
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He commented that here they had a group:- of 
comrades and the method of determining leadership was 
by asking how does aSNE DENNIS stand; how does BOB 
(THOMPSON) stand and whether'they have fought for the 
Party or made positive contributions during the 
Party's internal struggle. 

He described this as saying the emphasis 
is not on the line but rather upon the particular 
individual • He continued by remarking that as - 
Communists they had to add to that native American 
saying, basically, that the test of an individual 
was not so muchthe history of that individual or 
the personal role or characteristics of that individual 
but how that person fought for the Party line. 

He stated that an individual's worth must 
be determined by the manner in which he fought for 
the line adopted by the Party, 
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The informant advised that an individual # linknown 
to hiittj then commented upon the need for an additional 
t3rpe of material to interpret the last ?Tational Committee 
meeting to the membership,^ This individual mentioned that 
it was not feasible for a person to carry a half dozen 
copies of "Political Affairs" in their pockets and 
proposed that an editorial or an article be prepared on 
the meeting. At this point DAVI8 (BEN) mentioned the 
getting out of a message to the Party possibly in the 
form of an open letter and commented that he had ho 
objection to getting out 20 to 2$ thousand copies, 

JACK fi.TACHEL then suggested that HY (LUIIBR.), 
ARNOLD (JOHNSON) and himself get together on the 
following day and plan on spending the entire day in 
getting out a statement to the membership on the 
National Committee-, The informant " advised that this 
suggestion of STACIISL was accept ede 

At this point THOMPSON (SoB) stated that they 
had one additional point on the agenda, which was the 
New York appeal and with reference to same commented 
that in his opinion it x^^ould not require long discussion. 
With reference to the New York apr)eal, JACK RTACHEL 
stated that the New York State Committee (should) 
endorse the line of the National Committee meeting and 
suggested that no formal action be taken until after 
the State Committee met, ^^.TACHEL continued by mentioning 
the move to Chicago and with reference to same commented 
that they had no choice other than to fight against it. 



nr^r'o -a^t.^^® informant advised that on February 28. 
1958, JACK STAGHEL, HY LTJIffiR and ARNOLD jOHFf^ON met' 
m the third floor Board Room, Communist Party Head- 
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quaptersi 23 West 26th Street^ Few York City, and collaborated 
on the drawing up of a document or resolution interpreting 
the last national Committed meeting. These individuals, 
during the course of compiling the above-mentioned document, 
touched on the following factors: 

the need for dealing with all concepts and 
attitudes expressing lack of faith in the Party j the 
necessity of repudiating the revisionist movement of 
JOHN GATES; that the National Committee meeting took 
appropriate steps to resolve the confusion caused by 
factional differences j that the National Committee 
undertook to set up national leadership capable of 
effectively putting into action the Party policies 
adopted by this National Committee; that the,' National 
Committee adopted a fair policy perspective based on 
the 16th Nati.&hal Convention; an" explanation of the 
declining of nominations by s^orae individuals nominated. 



During the above ^enetfal conversation, HY' LWMR 
made the comment that the resolution might run to 1,500 
words in length and at the termination of their 
discussion, commented that he would make editorial changes 
and bring it in on Monday morning,, stating that if there 
were no furthejc changes at that time thejr could then 
send it in to "The Worker" (?) 



JACK .STAGHEL inquired if they intended to omit 
the question of Chicago in the above stsitement. With 
reference to same, HY LTJI-ER commented that the ■ right 
would set up a big cry about the National Committee 
meeting approving the reversal of the convention and 
suggested that mention should be made in the above 
statement that the National Committee meeting had 
considered the move to Chicago and had decided that 
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because of the problems involved, a thorough survey was. - 
Required* At this point ARNOLD JOM^OTS (?) comraented 
that there were a lot of other things that they had been 
unable to do on that evening and referred to the 'busxness 
of MAGILL"» HY LtJMER (?) agreed "tJith the last statement^, 
but corarnented that it did not bear the same importance 
in the eyes of the membership and continued by stating 
that it was most, important that some kind of an inter- 
pretation be= made of the National Comraittee action m 
deciding not to move to Chicago « He added that it was 
necessary to give these propositions to the people 
who would come out and support their group so as these 
people would have something to hang their hats on. 



According to the informant, the above meeting 
was adjourned at this point.
